Land Purchase Barred over Wide Areas

Strong criticism greeted Mr. Malcolm MacDonald's 


announcement in the Commons on 


Wednesday that a White Paper was being issued restricting the purchase of land in Palestine by 
Jews. The upshot is that the Opposition are putting down a motion which will amount to a Vote 
of Censure on the Government. (A summary of the White Paper will be found on page 10.) 


Arties, the Leader of the Opposition, described 
the Government as making themiselves the judge in the 
own case, taking action contrary to the Permanent Man- 
dates Commussion’s decision, and disregarding the Coun- 


cil of the League, and said this would cause very wide

Mandate they were affronting the authority of the 
League under international law.

“ Delicate Situation in Palestine ~ 


\ir. MacDONALD replied that two courses were Open 
to the Government. The first. would have been to pub 
lish the regulations in draft and to suspend their coming 
in‘o operation for an indefinite period until the Counc! 
had time to consider them. For many reasons the Gov 
ernment would have preferred that course; but they were 
faced with a delicate situation in Palestine and there 
were certain practical objections which made 
e\iremely undesirable to follow that course. 

The second alternative was to publish the regula 
uons and let them come into operation. at once, to 
inform the Council immediately, and express the Goy- 
ernment’s readiness, if the Council so desired, to attend 
4 meeting to discuss them. If there were such a meet 
ing and the Council expressed any view, they would be 
bound to give the most serious altention to that view, 
whatever it Was. 

Mr. L. S. Amery, from the Ministcrial benches, asked 
if Mr. MacDonald was aware that misgivings on this 
subject were not confined to one side of the House 
It he was anxious about the creation of a delicate situa- 
tion, did he not think he would create an even more dell- 
cate one by his action now, and a yet more delicate situ- 
ation if the League should afterwards decide that the 


action was not in accordance with the terms of the 
Mandate?

AFTER SILVERTOWN 
B.U.F. in the Constituencies 


THE MENACE OF SLOW 
PENETRATION 


A former officer of the B.U.F. writes: 

Mosley’s headlong plunge into the Parliamentary 
clectioneering world was obviously an ill-timed venture, 
and has resulted in a grave blow to his organisation, 
both morally and financially. (The British Union candi- 


date in the Silvertown by-election last week polled only- 


151 votes out of a total cast of 15,460. He thus 
forfeited his deposit.) 

It will be recalled that towards the latter end of 1936, 
the B.U.F. launched an ambitious scheme for 400 
candidates at the next. genera! election. They even 
selected the first hundred constituencies and named 
about fiftv candidates. 

Like so many Fascist predictions, the programme 
failed to materialise. The reasons were various, not the 
least amongst them being that the majority of the 
candidates and Mosley parted company; so that up to 
the Silvertown contest no Fascist was put forward. And 
now North-East Leeds ts to be contested. 

Ludicrous as the Fascist vote was in Silvertown, the 
situation nevertheless presents several dangerous aspects 
that it would be as well to study. Hitherto. anti- 
Fascists have been more prone to rely on street-corner 
oratory than to study the psychological viewpoint, which 
must be mastered if anything concrete ts to be 
accomplished | 

The First Danger 


The first danger ts that an enormous amount of 
extra propaganda will accrue from the increased eflorts 
of Mosley’s supporters in the various constituencies that 
may be contested in future. Anti-Fascists must of 
necessity keep well ahead of this barrage, for some of 
it will undoubtedly have the desired etlect :

UNANIMOUS APPROVAL OF 
REFUGEE GRANT 


Tributes to Home Office 


WORK, NOT CHARITY, THE 
REAL SOLUTION 


The House of Commons has unanimously approved 
the Government's grant-in-aid of £180,000 for refugees. 

Introducing the Supplementary Estimate, Mr. OSBERT 
Peake, the Under Secretary for the Home Office, paid 
high tribute to the voluntary raising of £8,000,000. 
“ People of all classes in this country,” he said, “ have 
made their contribution to these funds, and we are satis- 
hed that the Jewish community, tn particular, have done 
everything in their power to alleviate the sufferings of 
so many members of their own creed or race.” 

Confirming that the alternative to Government aid 
would be the complete collapse of the voluntary organ- 
isations and the throwing of the refugees on the rates, he 
said, “ We have, therefore, devised a system of aiding 
these voluntary organisations upon a £ for £ basis. 
That ts to say, for every tl expended by the voluntary 
organisations, the Government will contribute £1 them- 
selves. That has the dual advantage that it promotes 
economy on the one hand and it does not dry up the 
springs of private charity on the other.” 

He concluded: “ We hope that the cost will gradually 
diminish as the refugees find jobs available for them. 
There is an increasing movement in the direction of 
better employment in the country, but it has not pro- 
ceeded anything like as fast as the refugee organisations 
had hoped, and J] am afraid it may still be quite a 
number of months before the bulk of these homeless and 
workless refugees are absorbed in the life of the 
community.” 


“On the Way to Being British Citizens ” 


After paying tribute to Mr. Peake’s. sympathetic and 
understanding work, Sir Percy Harris (Lib., Bethnal Green, 
S.W.) pleaded that the refugees should be allowed to earn 
their living as soon as possible. “ That would be far better 
than finding the money from the taxpayer,” he said. 

Cor. J. C. WepGwoop (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme), 
proceeded on the same lines, saying that the Home Office 
had been most helpful and most thoughtful. Arguing that 
the best solution was that the refugees should get work 
and produce wealth for the country, he said “the impor- 
tant thing is that they should be treated as though they 
were ordinary citizens of this country, to be looked after by 
the same machinery. . . . I think that they ought to be told 
by the Government that they are on their way to becoming 
British citizens, that they must fit themselves into the 
community, that they must cease to think of some blessed 
time when they will be able to return to Vienna and Berlin, 
that they must become British in sympathy and British tn 
outlook. There is too much talking in German and reading 
of German. If these people are to become good British 
citizens, they must try to understand English people, to 
become part of this country. and then they will amalgamate 
and become m due course, when the seven years are up, 
excellent citizens of this country.” 

In congratulating the Government, Mk. EDMUND HARVEY 
(Ind.. English Universities) urged that we should never- 
theless feel humble in the presence of what has been done 
in France, Hungary, and Rumania. He, too, spoke highly 
of the private organisations and urged that work should 
be found for the refugees. We should look forward, he 
said, to the acquisition of British citizenship by refugee 
children and should encourage a prospect of that sort. 


Earl Winterton Disagrees 


Eart WINTERTON (Con., Horsham and Worthing) ex- 
pressed himself against the previous speakers as regards 
the employment of refugees, and said that the attitude of 
the Intergovernmental Cemmittee was that the refugees 
should be considered as temporary guests of this country 
till they could find haven elsewhere. 

He was followed by Mr. W. Rorerts (Lib., Cumber-

land.” he said. “we are much beholden to the many 
more consideration should be given to professional and 
intellectual capacity.

It is with the greatest diff- 
culty, however, that those firms can get a permit to employ 
even one person of their own nationality. After all, we 
are getting the benefit of their capacity and skill and I 
would ask the Home Office to be a litthe more lenient in 
granting permits to people who have not been so fortunate 
as to get their capital out of Germany or whatever other 
country they may have come from.” 

Replying to the discussion, Mr. Peake said that 1,000 
refugees had left England between September 3 and 
December 31, and another 5.000 would probably have left 
by June. 


REFUGEES HAVE BROUGHT TRADE 
Home Secretary’s Statement 


“It is Known that a number of refugees who have been 
allowed to start factories and businesses here have brought 
increased trade and employment to the country. Inquiries 
are being made as to the number and extent of these new 
undertakings and the amount of trade and employment 
created thereby, and at a later date I hope to publish a 
comprehensive statement.” 

So said Sir JoHN ANDERSON, the Home Secretary, in 
reply to a question by Mr. Georrrey MANDER (Lib., 
Wolverhampton, E.), He also told Mr. Mander that it had 
been decided to set up an Advisory Committee for each 
of the Civil Defence Regions to consider, inter alia, the 
cases of all Germans and Austrians placed in Category 
“B” by the tribunals, and he was now completing the 
selection of personnel for these committees. This machin- 
ers would begin to function at an early date. 


ADMISSION IN WAR-TIME 


Our Lobby Correspondent writes that a deputation of 
the Parliamentary Committee on Refugees saw Sir John 
Anderson last week and made representations about the 
admission of refugees in wartime. Mr. Amery led the 
deputation and Miss Rathbone stated the case. The pro- 
ceedings were private. 


Mr. R. A, BUTLER, the Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs, in a written answer to Mr. Ruys 
Davies (Lab., Westhoughton), gave the following table, showing the number of refugees from Germany 
and German-occupied territory in various countries and the percentage to the total population :—

Hospitality for Troops 


CO-OPERATION OF COMMUNITY 


The new Hon. Secretary of the Jewish War-Services 
Committee, as announced in last week's JewisH 
CHRONICLE, is Mr. William Hurwitz. Mr. Hurwitz is 
himself an ex-soldier—he served in the 1914-18 war— 
and his magnificent work in organising the formerly 
annual Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s Parades at the Cenotaph 
in London will be readily recalled. 

A JéwisH CHRONICLE representative, in a talk with Mr. 
Hurwitz, heard of some of the work the Committee is 
doing. Much criticism of the Committee has been heard 
in various, even well-disposed, quarters because of the 
apparent secrecy in which its activities have been veiled, 
but it is intended to inform the public as often as possible 
of the work accomplished. 

The first question discussed was that of hospitality, and 
Mr. Hurwitz said that there was no area in England to-day 
with an organised Congregation which had not formed its 
Hospitality Committee with the Committee’s approval and, 
when necessary, guidance. This is the result of the hundreds 
of circulars which were addressed to Congregations, 
organisations, and important individuals in Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland by Mr. Hurwitz, who was invited to 
undertake the hospitality side of the Committee's activities 
for the welfare of Jewish members of H.M. Forces. 


Local Committees 


In the course of the circulars it was stated: 
“ We want to afford our serving men and women a Jewish 
atmosphere, if they desire it, in their leisure hours. Some 


may seek the solace of a private home; others may prefer the 


local Jewish Communal centres and clubs. We want our men 
and women to know where they can go, no matter where they 
are stationed in this country. This is work which requires 
careful thought and organisation and, indeed, the enthusiastic 
co-operation of the local Jewish Community. 

“| therefore suggest that you immediately call together a 
small eflective working Committee to cover the needs in your 
locality. Your Minister should undoubtedly be a member of 
your local Committee. I also strongly recommend that you 
should enlist the help of the Jewish ex-Servicemen in your area. 

“| would like from you, in due course, the names of your 
Committee, its Hon. Secretary, and /ocal. In addition, I 
should want a list of families resident in your area who would 
be prepared to afford hospitality to our men and women, and 
the names and addresses of clubs or communal centres which 
would be open to them. I want to avoid any Jewish member 
of H.M. Forces ever saying ‘1 should have hked to visit 
Jewish folk, but didn’t know where to find them, and I felt 
too diffident about looking for 

In every organised Community the ex-Servicemen are 
co-operating wholeheartedly Mr. Hurwitz told me. 

Referring to the letter which had been published tn THe 
JewisH CHRONICLE asking for addresses in scattered areas, 
he expressed his disappointment at what he said had so far 
been a lack of response. He showed me, however, a reply 
which had been received from a lady, which read: 

have read your letter in to-day’s JEWwisH CHRONICLE 
and would always welcome any Jewish soldier stationed in 
or near this town to my home. We are not rich, or even 
very comfortably off. But a soldier will always find a 
welcome here and an occasional meal. I myself have 4 son 
in the Army, and I hope he will sometimes receive a welcome 
into some Jewish home wherever he is stationed.” 

“If we had answers like that,” commented Mr. Hurwitz, 
“from a thousand people—and we ought to have-—my task 
would be a very easy one.” ‘hen the name of a new man 
was given to them as having joined the Army, he went on, 
they made it their business to tell him where he could 
obtain hospitality. He also received a letter of welcome 
from Dayan Gollop, together with the soldier's. Prayer 
Book and the Chief Rabbi's Book of Jewish Thoughts. 


Welcome for Jewish Canadians 


On the specific question of hospitality to Jewish members 
of the Canadian Forces now in England, | learned that 
there are some Jews working at the Beaver Club for 
Canadians in London. Miss Sarah Wolff, a Canadian 
resident in London, is a member of the Club's staff, and 
Canadians of the Jewish faith will be welcome at her 
home any Friday evening for Kiddush and a meal. Jewish 
Canadians, therefore, visiting the Beaver Club, as asked to 
inquire for Miss Wolff. 

The Jewish War-Services Committee intends in due 
course, said Mr. Hurwitz, to open a “ Chaplain’s Welcome 
Room” (which will not be attached to any particular 
communal organisation or to any particular group), and 
any serving member of the Jewish faith wishing to see his 
Chaplain will be able to come to Woburn House, where 
he will enjoy all the amenities generally associated with 
a Welcome Room. A Ladies’ Committee will be appointed 
to be responsible for serving refreshments. 

Mr. Hurwitz spoke of the visit of Dayan Gollop to 
France. The Dayan, he said, is unsparing of himself, and 
often he had to forgo his meals all day on account of the 
pressure of his work, Dayan Gollop writes to the relatives 
of every Jewish soldier he has seen each day, this frequently 
entailing some hours’ writing at night. As regards Chap- 
laincy work in England, Mr. Hurwitz said our com- 
missioned Chaplains were doing an immense amount of 
work without sparing themselves and with considerable 
devotion to their men. 

Dayan Gollop took part in a broadcast from the B.B.C. 
on Saturday night by Chaplains of all denominations with 
the B.E.F. in France. It was a joy to see men being thrilled, 
he said, by religious services and eagerly asking when the 
next would be held. He paid a tribute to his brother- 
Chaplains of other creeds and to the soldiers of all faiths 
for their comradeship and good-fellowship. 


SHOPKEEPERS AND PROFITEERING 


Unjustified Price-raising 


SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST GROCERS 
AND BUTCHERS 


From Mr. HAROLD STERN 


To the Editor of THe JewisuH CHRoNIcLe 


Sir,—-As a member of the Board of Deputies representing 
the Willesden Synagogue, I have many times heard debates 
on alleged price-cutting by Jewish traders, especially in the 
grocery trade. In many cases it was found that non-Jews 
were just as much to blame as Jews. 

Since the war, a far worse evil has arisen. The procedure 
has become reversed and certain shopkeepers have increased 
their prices and charge what they please. The excuse is 
that they have to pay more and have difficulty in obtaining 
supplies. 

I know of a case of a grocer who charged 104d. for a 
bottle of concentrated fruit drink. The following day he 
charged Is. 24d. for the same article. Two days later the 
price was lis. I4d. and two days later Is. 24d. again. 
Another customer asked for a box of cheese that was always 
sold for Is. The assistant demanded Is. Id. and when the 
customer refused to pay the increase, accepted Is. Another 
customer asked the price of a well-known brand of tinned 
fruit which was always sold for 91d. She was told 104d. 
The shop was rather full at the time and so she called later, 
asked another assistant for this article, and was charged 9}d, 
If she had bought an hour earlier, she would have paid 
the higher price. Another customer asked for six tins of this 
same fruit and was told 10}d. per tin. She was also told 
that they would prefer not to sell large quantities. She 
refused to pay this price and they said they would oblige 
her and sell her several tins at 9d. Now this particular 
article is very well known and | have received a catalogue 
from a multiple store advertising the selfsame article at 
Sid. per tin and, if taken in quantities, allowing a discount 
of one penny in the shilling. Another customer wanted 
some sprats and was asked Is. 2d. per pound. She refused 
to pay more than Is. per pound which was previously 
charged and was told that the price had advanced three days 
before. The assistant, however, accepted Is. per pound. It 
would therefore appear that assistants are told to ask what 
they can and take what they can ect 

Then there are the butchers. The Government published 
a chart which was advertised in your paper quoting the 
prices for meat and offal. I know of a case of a customer 
ordering ox liver, which is Is. 4d. per pound, and being 
charged 2s. per pound. When she complained, she was told 
that they could not supply her with liver at Is. 4d. as she 
would refuse the quality. Thereafter for several weeks the 
butcher would not supply her with liver at all, stating he 
could not get any. ‘In other words, if he could not get 
his price, he would rather not sell. Finally, after being 
pressed to supply her, he did so and charged her at the rate 
of 2s. per pound. Another time this customer was charged 
2s. Old. per pound for chicken. When she complained, 
the asyistant told her it was a mistake and said she would 
be credited with the difference to reduce the price to Is. 10d. 
per pound. 

It would appear that certain traders are using the war 
as an excuse to increase their prices and it ts not right that 
the public should suffer by this petty profiteering. 

Anti-Semitic organisations are just looking for this type 
of trader, whose methods give them useful propaganda 

I shall be glad if you will kindly publish this letter so that 
Jewish shopkeepers in general should take heed and charge 
only the minimum retail price for their commodities 

The public should refuse to pay more than fixed prices, 
and if any reader or their friends should be treated in this 
way, I would ask them to forward-to me the information 
and evidence, so that the matter may be investigated and 
dealt with

Obituary 


MR. ISRAEL LIBBERT (Manchester) 
A Worker for Jewish Learning 
[From our Correspondent) 


Mr. Israel Libbert, Warden of the Higher Crumpsall 
Hebrew Congregation and a Past President of the Man- 
chester Yeshiva, who died last week, at the age of 
sixty-six, was held in high esteem in orthodox circles 
in the Manchester Jewish community. He worked 
devotedly and unassumingly for many years for all 
movements which had as their object the spreading of 
the knowledge of the Torah and the strengthening of 
Jewish traditional life. It was during Mr. Libbert’'s 
presidency that the Manchester Yeshiva was enabled 
to move from rather cramped quarters in Cheetham 
Hill Road to the spacious building and grounds at 
Seymour Road, Higher Crumpsall. 

The deceased was also a member of the Manchester 
Talmud Torah Council and at various times sought 
to increase co-operation between the Talmud Torah 
and the Yeshiva. He served for three years as Treasurer 
of the Manchester Shechita Board, and was a Trustee 
of the Holy Law Synagogue. Mr. Libbert leaves a 
widow, four sons, and two daughters. 


Rabbi M. C. E. GoLpircu writes: 

The death of Mr. Israel Libbert has caused a gap in 
many a Synagogue and institution, but nowhere will he 
be more missed than in the Manchester Yeshiva. Here 
he occupied successively the offices of Vice-President and 
President. The motives of those who occupy communal 
offices are various, but with Mr. Libbert it was solely for 
the benefit of the organisation or institution. If he con- 
sidered that the interests of the Yeshiva could be best 
served by his being in office, he accepted office. When 
he thought these interests could be better served by a 
younger man, he gave him the fullest and most loyal 
support in the same unassuming, unobtrusive manner in 
which he himself had held office. He was a personal 
friend of each member of the staff, and took a paternal 
interest in each student. The sincerest sympathy goes out 
to his widow and family. 


MR. DAVID M. SPIRO 


The death occurred in Palestine last week of Mr. David 
M. Spiro, of Cricklewood, and formerly of Manchester, 
where he resided for many 
years and was a well-known 
communal worker. He was 
Warden for fourteen years of 
the United Synagogue, Man- 
chester, and founded the 
Higher Crumpsall Synagogue. 
He was a great Talmud 
Chochem. All his life he 
gave help to Rabbanim and 
Yeshivot in Manchester, Lon- 
don, Eretz Yisrael, Poland, 
and Russia. Although Jn a 
critical condition, he travelled 
trom London to Palestine 
six weeks ago. He was 
among those who urged Dr. 
Isaac Herzog, Chief Rabbi of 
Palestine, to come to England 
in order to approach the 
British Government for permits to enable a number of 
Rabbis from Poland and Lithuania to emigrate to Palestine. 
He was Treasurer of the Manchester Board of Shechita 
for some.years. Mr. Spiro is survived by four sons and 
five daughters. ! 


Mr. Isaac BLUMBERG, who died last week in Manchester 
at the age of eighty-two, was Rosh for many years of the 
Chevra Gemilot Chassadim at the Queen's Road Synagogue, 
West Didsbury. The deceased leaves three sans and four 
daughters. 

The death occurred last weck of Mrs. MaLKa Hurwitz, 
wife of Mr. J, Hurwitz, Past-President of the Belfast 
Hebrew Congregation and of the Chevra Kadisha. She was 
extremely orthodox. Her only son is Mr. B. Hurwitz, 
President of the Belfast Jewish Community.

A Matter of National Importance 


CLEAR DUTY OF MERCHANT BANKERS 
From Dr. LEON ZEITLIN 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHRONICLE 


_Sir,--In view of the vital importance of Export Trade— 
rightly called “The Fourth Arm ”—in a “ Total War.” a 
real national paves is served by stressing the important 
part which refugees can play in this aspect of the Govern- 
ment's war effort. 

_ Your correspondent, writing on this subject in your last 
issue, is also perfectly right in pointing out that lack of 
capital is a very serious handicap for many refugees who 
are experts tn industries which specialise in manufacturing 
oods for export, or who are specially acquainted with 
oreign markets until now supplied by Germany. 

Sut it is not only up to the Government, through the 
Ministry of Economic Warfare, to make use of the ex- 
perience and the industrial and commercial knowledge of 
these refugees. 


— 


Credit is the backbone of all export trade. In the first 
place, therefore, those whose normal function it is to sup- 
port export enterprise with financial credit should be 
particularly anxious to function normally even in the present 
strange and altered conditions—all the more so as the 
Governments far-sighted policy envisages participating im 
the work and even refunding fully any losses resulting from 
special war risks. 

\s a matter of fact, it is the bankers and financiers rather 
than the manufacturers who tend to restrict their enterprise 
at times of emergency and in war. It is they who keep 
the funds idle “ from sheer funk.” Not only “ saving ” and 
— " but also investing counts now as a national 

uty. 

Merchant bankers should visualise the far-reaching 
national and economic value of the use of these particular 
refugees in dealing with the export problem. At the same 
time, the employment of this invaluable refugee experience 
might open a means of supporting constructively refugee 
experts in industry and trade. This should strongly appeal 
to the open-mindedness as well as to the generosity of 
Anglo-Jewry.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE ARK OF GOD 


In the third chapter of the Book of Joshua we have 
the account of a striking episode. The Israelites had 
reached the end of their long wandering in the desert; 
and the land of promise, the goal of their weary journey, 
was in sight. A formidable obstacle, however, barred 
their way. The River Jordan had to be crossed. How 
were they to ford the swift-flowing stream? In the hour 
of their perplexity, God issued the command that the 
priests were to carry the Ark upon their shoulders and 
step into the waters of the Jordan. As soon as their 
feet touched the river, we are told, its waters parted and 
left a passage for the people to cross. 

Ne live in a rationalistic age, when many are sceptical 
of the Biblical narratives which relate miraculous 
happenings. - Such critics fail to understand that these 
stories have a value quite apart from their historicity. 
Whether the Israelites crossed the Jordan exactly in‘the 
manner the Bible tells is of secondary importance beside 
the permanent lesson which it unfolds for men in every 
generation. As a figure of human experience, this 
incident of the priests bearing the Ark of God, and, 
fortified by its presence, plunging boldly into the torrent 
which separated them from the goal of their endeavour, 
constantly recurs: it is well to recognise that it is so. 

How often does it happen to us that, as we pursue our 
life's journey, we catch a glimpse in the distance of our 
land of promise; but as we make our way towards it, 
we find our path blocked by what appears to be an 
insuperable barrier. Our heart sinks in dismay and we 
lose hope. Do we not all know the sense of despair? 
Have there not been many who condemned themselves 
to a life of wandering in the bleak wilderness because a 
river Jordan intervened between them and the land flow- 


‘ing with milk and honey? If they had only understood 


the message of the third chapter of Joshua, they might 
have been spared their undesirable fate. That message 
is: in life's journey carry the Ark of God with you, 
and when you come to a river Jordan, be not afraid. 

In the Sidra we are informed that Bezalel made the 
Ark. and we are given an elaborate description of its 
materials, dimensions, and construction. We may be 
sure that there were many Israclites of that period who 
complained that time, energy, and valuable material 
were being unnecessarily wasted upon the Ark. Of what 
service could it be to the Community, especially in a 
wilderness? Would it not be a cumbersome burden 
to them in their march to Canaan? These murmurers 
could not foresee that a time would come when, were 
it not for the presence of the Ark, all the years of 
endurance would have been spent in vain. They were 
unaware that before they could reach their destination 
Jordan had to be crossed, and it was having the Ark 
in their midst that gave them the confidence to cross it. 

So it is with the modern counterpart of the Ark, 
which we call religion. How often do we hear it said 
that Judaism is a burden, a useless tax on our strength, 
time, and means! To be faithful to its precepts ts to 
deprive ourselves of worldly advantages. Why load 
ourselves with its commandments and prohibitions, and 
fetter ourselves with its numerous restrictions? Why not 
throw them all off and be free? Relieved of its incubus 
the Jew can make faster progress towards his desired 
goal. This thought was particularly dominant in the 
earlier stages of the era of emancipation; but tt proved 
a delusion which brought a rude awakening. 

Far truer to experience was the profound saying of 
the Rabbis, “ The Ark carried its bearers.” Through 
the long centuries and his innumerable wanderings the 


Jew has been accompanied by the Ark of religion which | 


affected his life. as did the Ark of the Covenant the 
life of the children of Israel. It was to him a pillar 
of cloud by day and a pillar of fire by night to guide 
him in the way he should go. It brought him courage 
in times of adversity, strength when crushed by oppres- 
sion, and the will to endure. It ts the key to the riddle 
of Jewish survival. Without Judaism the Jew could 
never have persisted. Those who abandoned the Ark 
quickly succumbed in the struggle for existence; only 
they who clung to it with grim determination foiled 
the attempts to blot out the Jewish name. Our history 
demonstrates with unmistakable clearness how the 
bearers of the Ark were carried safely through the 
waters of tribulation which threatened to engulf them. 
We need to remember this truth in the severe testing 
time through which we are passing. Perplexed by the 
events of our day, appalled by the flood of destruction 
which has come upon the world, dazed by the wide- 
spread suflering that has descended on vast numbers 
of innocent persons, there are many who feel disposed 
to let go of the Ark as no longer of use in coping 
with the problems of the age. They are sadly mis- 
taken. Deprived of the encouraging presence of the 
Ark, we may well fall into hopeless despair. Revived 
and stimulated by the inspiration emanating from it 
we shall continue our march through history. The 
Ark symbolises for us the ancient assurance: “ When 
thou passest through the waters, I will be with thee; 
and through the rivers, they shall not overflow thee; 
when thou walkest through the fire, thou shalt not be 
burned; neither shall the flame kindle upon thee.”

ENGLAND CAN ABSORB MORE 


So Can Palestine and Australia 
SIR EVELYN WRENCH’S VIEWS 


“What is going to be the absorptive capacity of 
Palestine in the future? No one can tell. But I cannot 
help feeling that for all concerned—Arab and Jew—it 
would be worth while throwing open the doors to the 
right kind of settlers both in Transjordan, in Iraq, and 
in the Negev.” 

The speaker was Sir Evelyn Wrench, C.M.G., Chair- 
man of the Specratror and Vice-President and founder 
of the Overseas League, who addressed a meeting at 
the Liberal Jewish Synagogue on Sunday afternoon 
on “ The Future of the Jews in Europe.” Rabbi Dr. 
Israel Mattuck presided. 

Sir Evelyn said the tise of Hitlerism had shown that 
one could get people to believe anything, however 
unreasonable. When peace came and the Allies were 
successful, one of the greatest problems would be to 
decontaminate the minds of the young. 


Christians Could Help More 


“I do not think,” said Sir Evelyn, “we Christians on 
this question of Jewry nave done as much as we ought, 
and I should like to see very much a Society of Christians 
formed who would work in co-operation with you and 
would take up the cudgels on behalf of Jewry and answer 
these outrageous statements when they are made. I feel 
we have got to use propaganda methods just as efficient 
as those of Goebbels.” 

In a reference to the Fvian Conference, Sir Evelyn said 
he had followed very closely its deliberations and felt that 
they had made a “very poor showing.” Here in Great 
Britain they would be facing a decrease in their population 
before long. and there was apparently an urgent need for 
yvouths; Why. he asked, could not a really large-scale 
scheme of land settlement be adopted” 

“| feel that one of the things we have to fight is the idea 
that by introducing people we are necessarily making 
unemployment. 1 don't believe that.” he declared. “ Only 


you have to take care they are the right kind of people to 


carry out that work.” 


A Jewish-Arab Federation 


Coming to Palestine he said he imagined there would be 
some kind of Jewish-Arab Federation of all those States, 
living, he hoped, in close association with the British 
Commonwealth. He could not help feeling that there was 
a great opportunity for Jewish settlement in North-West 
Australia. 

A discussion followed, which was opened by Mr. Thomas 
Levy. M.P.. who said that Australia was capable of holding 
a population of at least 100,000,000. It certainly would 
not be very prosperous in the real sense of the word until 
it had 40,000,000 or 50,000,000.

Spiritual Significance of Refugees 
Up to the present the voluntary organisations dealing 


with refugees may be said to have concentrated on the 
more material aspects of refugee relief, viz., questions 


_of maintenance and employment. But there has always 


been a recognition, writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE repre- 
sentative, that the spiritual problems are of equal 
importance. It will not, it is clearly recognised, be of 
any use to maintain or find work for refugees who are 
demoralised or spiritually unbalanced. Some recent 
words of the Bishop of Chichester have made a deep 
impression. The Bishop referred to the refugees as 
“the reconcilers, the ambassadors of unity, the media- 


help by distributing forms to each refugee who comes to 
them inviting participation in the scheme.

Social Centres 


First come social centres. These are regardéd as of 
primary importance, as it is an excellent thing to have a 
recognised hall or house to which refugees can come at 
Stated times not only to meet each other, but to get into 
contact with English people. Then follow private hospi- 
tality, religious services, entertainments (“here then is a 
service which organisers of concerts, cinema and theatre 
proprietors can render in making available a number of 
tickets for distribution to people who would tremendously 
appreciate having them”), educational work. working 
parties for providing war comforts, and etceteras (these 
include rambles,, visits to older folks in their homes). The 
pamphlet may be obtained on application to Welfare Dept.

“ By developing this mutual aid, by making the refugee 
at ease and at home, by accepting him as one of oursebves, 
in this way,” said Mr. Simpson. “ we shall begin to build for 
that new world of peace and friendship that we all desire.” 


A YEAR OF ENDEAVOUR 


Austrian Centre's Report 


“ THE ROBINSON CRUSOE OF 
PADDINGTON ” 


The first annual report of the Austrian Centre is 
being issued to-day. Im its 32 pages, writes a Jewisu 
CHRONICLE representative, it tells a thrilling story of 
co-operative endeavour. This “concise but compre- 
hensive survey of the scope of activities of Austrians 
in this country,” fully merits the words of praise of 
such notables as the Lord Bishop of Chichester, Mrs. 
Dorothy Buxton, Mrs. Corbett Ashby, and Miss 
Eleanor Rathbone, MP. 

The history of the Centre—" the Robinson Crusoe of 
Paddington ” as it describes itself-—begins in February, 
1939, when with only £15, twelve. young Austrians 
began to make habitable some premises at 124, West- 


bourne Terrace, Paddington. These houses—offered by. 


the Paddington Estate—had been vacant for three years, 
and were awaiting demolition. Ihe first house was 
opened on March 15, and now it ts a hive of activity. 

Ihe Centre has two separate tunctions: one, to act 
as a Cdub; the other, to act as the headquarters of the 
Council of Austrians in Great Britain. This latter body 
was constituted in September, 1938, to represent all 
Austrians in this couniry. 

[he following are some of the facilities available for 
club. members: Library, reading-room, classes, per- 
formances, lectures, and entertainments, copies of the 
AUSTRIAN News, the Club bulletin, canteen, and work- 
shops. There are, besides, an information and advice 
service, through the Seli-Aid;: a domestic agency, an 
employment department, and a hostel. These latter 
are also available to all Austrians in the country. 


A Library of 3,000 Books 


The success of the Club is typified in the Library. This 
was opened in May. At a charge of a penny per book per 
week, 515 were issued in June, 778 in September, and 881 
in December. There are now over 1,530 German books, 
1,020 English, 220 French, and some in Italian, Hungarian, 
etc. The Reading Room, with its many English and 
foreign papers, is visited by 75 people daily; but what ts 
remarkable is the success of the ZeIrsriEGEL, a weekly 
survey of the British Press. This is done by an Austrian 
journalist, The first issue sold SO copies; the eighth went 
to 525 people. The English classes, at which 12 teachers

NEW WHITE PAPER 


Land Sales Restricted 


GOVERNMENT’S DRASTIC 
REGULATIONS 


On Wednesday the British Government issued as a 
White Paper new regulations governing the transfer of 
land in Palestine and prohibiting its sale in certain areas 
to Jews. 

The regulations divide Palestine into three areas. In 
Zone A the transfer of land save to a Palestinian Arab 
is virtually prohibited. This Zone includes the hill 
country as a whole together with certain areas in Gaza 
and Beersheba sub-districts. 

in Zone B-such transfer must receive the High Com- 
missioner’s approval,.“ which he may in his unfettered 
discretion grant or refuse.” This Zone includes the 
plains of Esdraelon and Jezreel, Eastern Galilee, the 
Maritime plain between Haifa and Tantura and between 
the southern boundary of the Ramieh sub-district and 
Beer-Uviya, and the southern portion of the Beersheba 
sub-district (the Negev). 

There are no restrictions in the third Zone, which 


—, 


includes all municipal areas, the Haifa industrial zone: 


and roughly the Maritime plain between Tantura and 
the southern boundary of Ramieh sub-district. 


The High Commissioner's Powers 


The High Commissioner's powers in relation to 
Zone B will be exercised generally on the following 
lines. Sanction will not ordinarily be granted unless 
the transfer can be shown to be either:- 

(1) For the purpose of consolidating, extending or facilitating 
the irrigation of holdings already in possession of the 
transferee or of his community, the land to be transferred 
being contiguous to such holdings; o1 fart 

(2) for the purpose of enabling land held in undivided shares 
by transferor and transferee to be parcellated; or 

(3) in furtherance of some special scheme of development in 
the joint interest of both Arabs and Jews to which the 
Government may have significd its approval. 

The regulations are retrospective to 18th May, 1939, and 
arise out of paragraph 16 of the White Paper of 17th May, 
1939, which “drew attention to the fact that the reports 
of several expert Commissions had indicated that, owing 
to the natural growth of the Arab population and the steady 
sale in recent years of Arab land to Jews, there was now in 
certain areas no room for further transfers of Arab land, 
whilst in some other areas such transfers of land must be 
restricted if Arab cultivators were to maintain their existing 
standard of life and a considerable landless Arab popula- 
tion was not soon to be created.” 


“ Not for All Time ” 


In a covering memo the Government say “ The proposed 
regulations do not lay down boundaries between free, re- 
stricted and prohibited areas which are to remain fixed for 
all time. It will be open to the High Commissioner in the 
interests of Jewish settlement, if he is satisfied that the 
‘righ.s and position’ of the Arab population will be duly 
preserved, to review and modify any orders passed relating 
to the prohibition or restriction of the transfer of land.” 

The Government has. sent a copy of the regulations to 
the League of Nations, and in their covering letter they say: 
“ The question of the sale of land in Palestine calls for 
urgent action, and His Majesty's Government have decided 
to authorise the issue of the enclosed Regulations. They 
are themselves still of opinion after the most careful con- 
sideration that this action is in no way inconsistent with 
the provisions of the Mandate. But in the circumstances 
set out above they have thought it right to inform the 
Members of the Council of the position in case any Mem- 
ber of the Council should wish to ask that the Council 
should be convened to discuss it.” 


VOLUNTEERS INSPECTED 
New G.O.C. Palestine 


The High Commissioner, Sir Harold MacMichael, has 
visited Sarafand and inspected a parade of nearly a 
thousand Palestinian volunteers, Jews and Arabs. These 
volunteers, mainly Jews, have joined the Auxiliary Military 
Pioneer Corps of the British Army, and it is expected that 
700 of them will shortly leave Palestine for France. 

Lieutenant-General G. J. Giffard has arrived in Palestine 
to replace Lieutenant-General M. G. Barker as General 
Officer Commanding the British Forces in Palestine and 
Transjordan. 


TOO MANY LAWYERS! 


In admitting eighteen persons to the Palestine Bar, His 
Honour the Chief Justice (Sir Harry Trusted, K.C.) said 
that the number of advocates was becoming alarmingly 
high in proportion to the population of the country and 
that the number of lawyers actually practising was now 
between 600 and 640. Although there were 10,000 to 
12,000 cases before the courts last year, a large proportion 
of these were simple cases and the services of an advocate 
were not employed. 


COLONIAL DEVELOPMENT 
AND WELFARE 


Palestine to Benefit from New Policy 


A Statement of Policy on Colonial Development and 
Welfare was issued in London as a Government Paper 
last week. Its provisions extend to all the territories 
administered by the Government under the Mandatory 
system. 

The Government propose to introduce legislation to 
replace the present Colonial Development Fund, which 
is limited to a maximum of £1,000,000 annually, by 
new arrangements permitting assistance to Colonial 
Governments up to a maximum of £5,000,000 annually 
for ten years in the first instance. 

The present restriction that the fund can be used only 
for capital expenditure is being removed, and assistance 
from the fund will be available not only for capital 
expenditure but also for recurrent expenditure and 
social services. A Colonial Development and Advisory 
Committee, composed partly of official and partly of 
unofficial members, will be set up to aid in planning 
expenditures. 

The White Paper also proposes to establish a Colonial 
Research Advisory Committee and to allocate a 
maximum of £500,000 annually for research. 

It is authoritatively stated that while the new policy 
contemplates extension of indirect aid to the Colonies 
through the system of Imperial preference in the 
United Kingdom markets, the inclusion of the Mandated 
territories in the scope of the new development policy 
does not alter their status in this respect. Palestine, 
as an “A” Mandate, cannot be included in the Imperial 
preference system. 


ARAB AND JEWISH FARMERS 
| GET TOGETHER 


Joint Memorandum to Comn:issioner 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


From time to time further signs become evident of 
the willing co-operation of Jews and Arabs for the 
well-being of the country. The latest to come to light 
is that of the joint action by mukhtars of Arab villages 
and Jewish settlements in Emek Hefer, the plain stretch- 
ing between the Northern Sharon and Hedera, in sub- 
mitting a memorandum to the District authorities asking 
for poisoned seed for use against the field-rats, a plague 
of which has started in their areas. 

The memorandum was drawn up in Hebrew and 
Arabic and submitted to the District Commissioner, and 
the signatories were the mukhtars (or headmen) of Kfar 
Vitkin, Ein Hahoresh, Givath Haim, Kfar Hogla, 
Maabaroth, Kfar Haroeh, and Kfar Zefa, Manshieh, 
Arab Shamali, Arab Hawareth, Arab Kubani, and other 
Arab centres. 

A joint delegation also was received by Mr. J. 


‘Gobernik, the District Officer at Nathanya, whose 


assistance they sought in this vital fight against nature. 


FOUR MILLION CASES OF CITRUS 
By-products Doing Well 


"From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


By the end of the first week in February, a total of 
about four million cases of citrus fruit was shipped from 
Palestine, the bulk to the United Kingdom. It is now 
expected that the sub-committee of the Government's 
General Agricultural Council, which is examining the 
question of establishing a statutory Citrus Control 
Board, is in a position to submit its report after having 
taken the evidence of persons connected with or 
interested in the citrus export industry. 

Meanwhile, good progress has been made with the 
organisation of the citrus by-products industry. So far, 
orders have been given by the authorities to four 
factories for jams and citrus preserves valued at 
£P30,000, covering some 500 tons, and a large quantity 
has already been delivered. Fresh orders are now 
stated to be pending. 

Another interesting experiment which is in hand in 
Jerusalem, under the direction of Professor Strauss, is 
the possibility of producing “ orange-bread,”’ a mixture 
of flour and citrus, the cost of which would be 30 per 
cent. cheaper than ordinary loaves. Several American 
patents have been taken out for citrus bread, which 
has a high nutritive value. Experts believe that the 
pectin in the peel of an orange exercises a beneficial 
influence on digestion. The research is proceeding at 
the Strauss Health Centre here.

JUDAISM IN THE YISHUV 
Chief Rabbi Dr. Herzog’s Views 
SAVING THE YESHIVOT 


Rabbi Dr. Isaac Herzog, Chief Rabbi of Palestine, 
has been visiting this country, and left again by air 
last week for Palestine. He is stopping en route at Paris 
and Rome to continue the mission which brought him 
to London. Before leaving, he talked about various 
aspects of life in the Yishuv in the course of an interview 
with a JEWisH CHRONICLE representative. 

“ The terror has ceased,”.he said, “ and there is a general 
relaxation of tension throughout the land. There seems 
to be on the part of the Arabs a tendency towards resuming 
relations with the Jews, and, 
needless to say, we are only 
too eager to welcome most 
heartily any such change of 
attitude by our neighbours 
and kinsmen.” 

Of course, he went on, 
there was as yet no political 
peace, and the solution of 
political problems must be 


left over for a later stage 
when, please God, the war 
was at an end. 

“The entire Yishuv,” he 
said, “is wholeheartedly 
devoted to the cause of 


cause of civilisation and 
humanity. We are confident 
of ultimate victory, with the 
help of God, for we have an 
immovable conviction that civilisation and humanity are 
bound to win in the end.” 

It went without saying, he emphasised, that no Jew could 
accept the White Paper as a solution of the Palestine 
question. 

“In spite of all that may have been said,” Dr. Herzog 
declared, “ Palestine, taken as a whole, compares well in 
the matter of religion with the Diaspora.” There was, of 
course, room for much work, partly by means of influence, 
through personal contact, and especially through the printed 
word, by the dissemination of literature in the best modern 
Hebrew, designed to bring nearer to the Torah and religious 
observance many: of those who had been more or less 
carried away by the current of secularism. There now 
seemed to be a more reverent attitude in those circles 
towards religious Judaism, a greater readiness than hereto- 
fore to learn, and much more receptivity for the teachings 
and precepts of the Torah when presented in a style and 
form calculated to appeal to such people. 


Education the Crux 


The crux of the religious problem was education, he 
pointed out. Within the network of the system of education 
under the Va’ad Leumi, partly supported by the Govern- 
ment, there were three distinct categories of schools. Of 
these, the only one acceptable from the standpoint of 
religious Judaism was that of the Mizrachi. Outside of 
this network there were the Talmud Torahs and a number 
of other religious schools, some of which had been founded 
by the Agudath Yisrael. 

“The accession of the refugee Yeshivot from Lithuania 
which we hope and pray may be an accomplished fact 
within the near future, would be a powerful additional 
spiritual factor, exercising a salutary influence upon life 
and thought in the Yishuv. I have undertaken this journey 
in order to save the remnant of the Torah in the Diaspora, 
namely, Polish Yeshivot. which are the main sources of the 
deep and intense study of the Torah,” he said, feelingly. 
“These centres of Torah, of supreme importance to all 
Israel, bave managed to escape to Lithuania, where they 
have found a temporary refuge. A permanent home must 
be provided for’ them before long in Zion.” This trans- 
planting of the refugee Yeshivot from the Jerusalem of 
Lithuania—Vilna—to Zion would be a great landmark along 
the path of the re-establishing of the spiritual centre of all 
Israel in the land of the patriarchs and the prophets. 


Jochanan ben Zakkai 


Dr. Herzog recalled that, pleadiog before his Excellency 
the High Commissioner only a little time ago, he said: 

“Some nineteen centuries ago, probably at this very spot, 
the great teacher of Judaism and lover of mankind, Rabbi 
Jochanan ben Zakkai, when the Temple was about to be 
destroyed, petitioned Vespasian, the destroyer of Palestine, to 
allow him to reconstitute the spiritual centre of Israel in Jabne. 
Now I, a humble disciple of the immortal master, am_ pleading 
with you—the representative of that Power which has been 
charged by Providence with the task of rebuilding Palestine—to 
grant us a similar concession, that ts, to enable us to transplant 
the remnants of our world-famed schools of sacred Jewish 
learning to the Holy Land and thus rebuild our spiritual 
Temple which has been destroyed by the enemies of Israel and 
of Judaism.” 

This was a sacred cause, said Dr. Herzog, which ought to 
make a powerful and intimate appeal to that great and 
noble Power, Britain, which owed so much of its inner life 
and thought to the sacred inspired Book. 

The question of the maintenance of these Yeshivot in 
Palestine, said Dr, Herzog, need cause the Government no 
uneasiness. They were not new institutions, and even before 
the war they were largely maintained by American Jewry. 
American Jewry had now authoritatively pledged its support 
for these Torah centres after they had been transferred to 


the Land of Israel.

FROM THE JEWISH PRESS 


ZIONISM AND JUDAISM IN THE U-S.A. 


Dos YippisHe VOLK (New York) publishes an article 
by Rabbi Dr. Solomon Goldman, President of the 
Zionist Organisation of America, on the problem of 
Zionist ideology ‘in the United States. The article is in 
the nature of a reply to a writer in the same paper who 
contended that Zionist ideology in the United States, as 
indeed in most English-speaking countries, cannot have 
a future without the religious aspect. 


[he question, Dr. Goidman writes, is a fundamental and 
painful one. While there is a great deal of truth in the 
other writer's contention, he says, and while it ts also 
true that the Zionist ideology has, to some extent, failed 
to strike root in America, the fact should not be over- 
looked that Judaism itself has suffered the same fate. 
Judaism has not aroused «4 ‘positive Jewish creative power, 
cultural. or religious, but has -remained superficial. The 
* Temple Jew ” is no more enthusiastic about the “mission” 
of Judaism and about the great ethical and spiritual ideals 
of Reform Judaism than the Zionist is enthusiastic about 
Zionism. Indeed, it may be said that the “ Mission Jew ~ 's 
far cooler towards his mission than the Zionist for the 
rebirth of a national Jewish life in Palestine. Nor can it 
be said that the failure of ideological Zionism ts confined 
to the United States. It equally applies to Western 
European countries. 

[Ihe advice to rescue Zionist ideology through the 
religious aspect, Dr. Goldman continues, would have been 
admirable if the strong religious feeling had existed in its 
historical purity. Unfortunately, the position of the Jewish 
religion is ‘such that in tseli it requires rescuing. 

The Zionist movement, however. he thinks, ts not 
blameless. Among the faults of Zionists 1s that of 1solating 
Zionism from its spiritual and historic environment, that 
‘s to sav. of presenting Zionism as something new and not, 
as it is‘in- fact. an organic part of Jewish history. Finally, 
Dr. Goldman. attributes the failure of Zionist ideology to 
take root in America to the tnability on the part of the 
American Zionist Organisation to adapt itself to American 
surroundings, and also to the fact that many of the Jewish 
writers and speakers who brought with them a most power- 
ful cultural heritage from Eastern Europe allowed several 
decades to pass before communicating this heritage to a 
wider. Jewish public through the English language. 


POLISH JEWS ABROAD 


Dit Wocn, a weekly organ published in Paris in the 
interests of Polish Jewry, contains an article on the 
urgency of setting up a representative body of Polish 
Jewry abroad. 

the writer maintains that while the unparalleled Jewish 
tragedy in Poland ts a matter of the gravest concern to the 
whole of Jewry, the primary responsibility rests upon Polish 
Jews in the different Western European countries, who must 
lose no time in thinking of the future. The Polish Jews 
abroad must organise themselves so as to constitute a real 
and forceful body. which should command respect and 
attention. He notes that attempts in this direction have 
already been initiated tn France, Belgium, Holland, and 
other countries. and plans for political and social activities 
are being elaborated. hut in order that the programme 
should be realised and sufficient moral authority be gained, 
it is. he thinks, the need of the moment to create a 
representative body of all Polish Jews abroad.

REPORTED RIOT IN SOVIET 
RUSSIA 


Ukrainian Peasants Attack Jews 


Anti-Jewish excesses are reported to have taken place 
in the Tarnopol district, in the Soviet zone of Poland, 
following a revolt by Ukrainian peasants against the 
action of the authorities in seiziftg from them large 
quantities of food for distribution among the population. 
Incited by agitators, who pictured to them the Soviet 
Government as a Jewish institution, large groups of 
peasants marched to Tarnopol, attacking Jews in the 
small towns on the way. When the peasants reached 
Tarnopol, the report adds, they were dispersed by Soviet 
troops and Workers’ Militia. Meanwhile, the anti- 
Semites have been warning the Jews to leave the 
Tarnopol district in good time, as the Soviet authorities 
would not be able to protect them from the “ wrath 
of the people.” 


A Lie Refuted 


The reports circulating abroad, particularly in the 
anti-Jewish Press, including the Polish Press in France, 
that the Jews in the Soviet-occupied zone of Poland 
are all co-operating with the Communists, is given the 
lie in newly-published official Russian statements. The 
Wistt, the organ of the Ukrainian Communists pub- 
lished in Kiev, gives a full list of names of the various 
leading Communists and members of the Communist 
Executive active in the occupied territory. Not one of 
the names is Jewish. Every one is Ukrainian or Russian. 
Had it been true that the Jews had co-operated with 
the Communists, one would have expected to see, at 
least in some districts, Jews in leading positions. 


ANOTHER ITALIAN JEW-LAW 
IN FORCE 


Restrictions in All Professions 


In spite of repeated appeals by ltalian Jewish leaders, 
anti-Jewish measures passed by the Italian Government 
are due to come into force this week. These measures, 
which were approved by the Council of Ministers in 
April last year, divide all professional men into three 
categories. The first or “regular” category will include 
non-Jews only, The second category will include “ addi- 
tional ” members, that is, “ exempted ” Jews. The third 
category will include Jews who are “ unexempted.” 

“ Exempted ” Jewish notaries, of whom there are 
twelve in Italy, and “ exempted ” Jewish journalists, of 
whom two are still in employment, will be completely 
barred from their professions. Otherwise Jews registered 
in the “additional” category will be permitted to 
practise in the same way as non-Jews. 

“ Unexempted ” Jews will be forbidden to accept non- 
Jewish clients except in emergency cases. 

As the total Jewish population in Italy is about 32,000, 
only a small fraction of Jewish professional men barred 
from regular practice will find it possible to continue 
their practices. 

Although the decree prohibits non-Jews from engaging 
the services of “ unexempted ” Jewish professional men, 
it does not prevent Jews from engaging non-Jews. 
While. thus, a Jewish doctor will not be able in future 
to call in an Italian colleague for consultation, the 
Jewish patient will be able to do so on his own initia- 
tive. The same applies to lawyers. 

Although the measures come into force this week, 
about two-thirds of the Jewish professional men who 
are qualified for exemption have so far received no 
reply to their applications. 


An order which. it is feared, is the prelude to more severe 
restrictions to control the exodus of Jews has been issued by 
the Ministry of the Interior for recalling passports of nearly 
all Italian Jews. This action was taken without previous notice, 
following an urgent summons to individual Jewish passport- 
holders to report to the Passport Control Office. Only Jews 
contemplating definite emigration within the near future have 
been permitted to retain their passports. Some of these, it is 
added, were compelled to sign statements that they would not 
return.

SLOVAK ARMY OF JEWISH SLAVES 


Thirteen thousand Jews are said to be doing organised 
forced labour in Slovakia. There has been so much 
illness among them as a resuli of harsh treatment and 
appalling conditions, that the authorities have been obliged 
to open a special hospital in Bratislava. The patients 
are treated by Jewish doctors. 

To mark the approaching Passover Holy-days, the 
Nazis and the local Fascists in Slovakia have opened a 
“ritual murder” agitation. The Jew-baiting Press tells 
arents to guard their children during the next few weeks 
rom falling into Jewish hands. 3 


GERMAN WOMAN SOLD FOOD 
TO JEW 


Fifteen Months’ Imprisonment 


The trial has taken place in Koenigsberg of Dr. Walter 
“Israel” Kiein, a Jew, and an “Aryan” woman, Rosa 
Kleser, the owner of a food store, who was charged with 
having supplied him with a small quantity of foodstuffs, 
without seeing that all her “Aryan” customers were 
fully supplied first. Frau Kleser courageously declared in 
court that she knew the Jewish doctor well, and that he 
was also highly respected by the people in his district. 
She sold him the food, she added, because she felt sorry 
at his failure to get supplies elsewhere. ; 

The court sentenced them each to fifteen months’ im- 
prisonment. 


PARCELS OF FOREIGN FOOD 
Aryans Eager to Share 


A curious form of trading, illustrative of the food con- 
ditions in Germany as they affect the people in general 
and the Jews in particular, has sprung up in many cities 
in the Reich. 

It appears that many Jews in Germany ‘who, having 
relatives in neutral countries, particularly in the United 
States, are asking them to send parcels of food and clothing, 
as the Jews in Germany are not allowed to buy any clothes 
at all and can obtain food only with great difficulty. 

But experience has shown that whenever parcels of food 
or clothing addressed to Jews arrive, the Gestapo usually 
confiscates them on one pretext or another. Jews are 
therefore arranging with their relatives to have the packets 
addressed to non-Jewish friends, who usually share the 
contents with them on a percentage basis. In this way 
Jews can obtain at least some benefit from their relatives’ 
gifts. 

This peculiar trading arrangement is now so widespread 
in Germany that it is hardly possible that the Gestapo 
does not know of it; but they evidently choose not to 
interfere with its working because it helps to feed many 
Germans as well as Jews. 


KINDNESS TO ANIMALS 
But No S.P.C.J. 


It is reported that at the request of the German Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, Jews are now 
forbidden to own dogs, cats, birds, or any other pets. 

Ihe reason is that it has been found that Jews have not 
enough food for themselves, so that any pets they might 
have would be doomed to starvation. The Society has 
therefore intervened with the authorities on behalf of the 
animals. 

But so far no society in Germany has as yet been humane 


enough to intervene in a similar manner on behalf of the 
Jews. 


NAZIS AGREE TO U.S. RELIEF 
Only in Central Poland 


The American Red Cross has now obtained a supple- 
mentary agreement from the German Government per- 
mitting its representatives to stay in the central district 
of Poland controlled by the Nazi Governor-General long 
enough to supervise the distribution of relief. The organ- 
isation will be barred from the western areas annexed to 
the Reich. 

It is reported that an agreement has been reached 
between the Danish Red Cross and the German Red Cross 
whereby a limited number of food parcels may be sent 
to Warsaw and Cracow through the Danish body. The 
parcels will have to be delivered to Berlin, whence the 
German Red Cross will transmit them to Warsaw and 
Cracow for delivery to the recipients by local Nazi organ- 
isations, It is therefore doubtful whether any parcels 
addressed to Jews will reach their destination.

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IN THE HELL OF NAZI-POLAND 


Appalling New Evidence of 
Unbelievable Cruelty 


By A. M. KAIZER 
(as told to a Jewish CHRONICLE representative). 


Mr. A. M. Kaizer has just returned from a three- 
months’ visit to Lithuania, where he investigated the 
position of the refugees, and initiated relief work 
jor them. 

The pictures reproduced on this page are not 
“ Greuelpropaganda,” but are official German 
photographs published in their own newspapers, 
with devraded exultation in the brutal treatment of 
the inhabitants of conquered Poland. 

Every Polish refugee in Lithuania who has escaped 
from the Nazi hell has his own harrowing tale to relate. 
| have taken personal accounts of these stories from 
refugees, many of whom were, however, afraid to speak 
freely. To check the veracity of their reports, I haye 
taken the trouble to compare the evidence of different 
groups who have come from the same areas. In all 
cases the evidence bore out the genuineness of the 
stories. Nevertheless, I found it essential to secure first- 
hand information direct from Nazi-occupied Poland. 
Accordingly, I made arrangements for a special 
observer to proceed to Poland to bring back a detailed

report, as well as copies of the German decrees against 
the Jews. 

This observer—an heroic young Pole—trisked his life 
to get to Warsaw and other centres. To do this he had 
to smuggle himself across not only the Lithuanian, but 
also the Russian and German, borders. He made con- 
tact with all those people with whom he was asked to 
get into touch, and obtained indisputable evidence of 
Nazi bestialtty. 

From the first day of the occupation by the Nazis 
(the observer reported) the Jews were attacked. They 
were, for instance, driven from the long queues of people 
Walling for bread and Soup. Batches of soldiers were 
sent into the streets and houses to commandeer Jews of 
all ages and both sexes for manual labour. This was not 
in all cases productive labour, but sheer torture. Many 
aged men were, for instance, forced to drag heavy furnt- 
ture from the fourth floor to the ground floor, and back 
again. Others were compelled to pile up empty boxes, 
and when they fell over, the Jews were beaten. This 
torture lasted for ten hours a day in the bitter cold. 
None was allowed food, and certainly not given a wage. 
Men were forced to remove their clothes before begin- 
ning work in the morning. They never got them back 
in the evening, as the new guard said they knew nothing, 
and jeeringly asked the Jews to apply to the old guard. 
No complaint could of course be made: and those who 
were foolhardy enough to do so were imprisoned. 


“ Humorous Sadists 


This labour caused the death of hundreds, as they 
had also to remove the debris of the bombarded houses. 
Some of the Nazis played what they termed “ practical 
jokes.” They forced Jews to work waist-deep in water— 
old men in particular were selected for this task; and 
hundreds died from illnesses contracted. Jews were also 
made to work with a spittoon on their heads instead of 
@ cap. 

The Warsaw Jewish Community appealed to the Nazis 
to refrain from seizing Jews for this labour, as they 
would in an organised manner supply a fixed number of 
Jews regularly. This was agreed to, and 2,000 workers 
a day were supplied. But it made no difference to the 
Nazis. They continued their bestialities. 

A Jew who was working in one of the demolition 
squads:in Nowy Swiat, in Warsaw, was ordered to break 
the windows with his fist. This he did several times, 
thereby causing blood to flow freely from his hand. He 
was then forced to enter a room through the broken 
window, and he was fgllowed by a Nazi guard. The 
guard maltreated him with a steel whip, and the Jew 


endeavoured to escape. He was caught, dragged out 
into the open, and made to dig a grave with his bare 
hands. When he had done, all the Jews in the squad 
were assembled, and the unfortunate victim was made to 
stand at the opening of the grave, into which he fell 
after being shot by the guard. His fellow-Jews were 
ordered to bury him with their bare hands. They were 
told that that would be the fate of all Jews who did not 
“ work diligently.’ 


Expelled at Ten Minutes’ Notice 


Together with this forced labour, Jews received orders 
to evacuate houses or whole streets. In the Provinces, 
whole communities were forced to clear out. These 
evacuation orders usually had to be. carried out in 
from ten minutes to three hours. It depended on the 
whim of the Commandant whether any parcel could be 
taken. In the majority of cases, Jews were not per- 
mitted to take a single article with them. 

The following decree issued to Jews in Ruda- 
Pabianicka, near Lodz, dated December 16, 1939, illus- 
trates the position: 

Command to X and family, Y Street: 

You are hereby ordered to vacate Ruda Pabianicka by mid- 
day on the 1%h December, and to proceed to the Provinces. 
Furniture and linen must remain in the house. Valuables, sav- 
ings books, etc., as well as the door key, must be delivered to 
the local military police with specifications. Only hand-luggage 
and SO zlotys may be taken. If this Order ts not obeyed, the 
heaviest penalties will be inflicted. 

After the coal area of Zaglebia as well as Posen, 
Lodz, and other districts of Pomerania were attached 
to the Reich, and particularly after the formation of the 
Lublin reservation, the Jewish position became even 
worse. The Jewish population of whole towns was 
mercilessly driven out within a few hours. 

In Kalisch 1,500 Jews were seized and packed into a 
train leaving for Sandomierz. The journey lasted fif- 
teen days, during which time not one of them was 
allowed to leave the train, They quenched their thirst 
by licking the frost from the windows. One Jew, who 
smuggled himself out of the train to bring some food 
for his old mother, was shot dead. At Sandomierz 
they were driven to Lachov, where they were left in 
the open: fields. 

The worst form of cruelty was committed in Racionz. 
The whole Jewish population was driven into the market 
place; and the women were taken to the Synagogue, 
which was surrounded by soldiers. At the point of 
revolvers they were compelled to part with their money 
and jewellery. Three women who did not carry out 
this order promptly were stripped naked and forced to 
sing and dance in front of a Nazi soldier who robed 
himself in the curtain pulled off the. Ark. Then the 
women were driven out to join the menfolk, and all

were forced to march to the station between rows of 
jeering Nazis who whipped them as they marched. A 
band headed the procession. 

The Jews of Naszelsk were driven out to a swamp, 
which had been specially prepared by the peasants of 
the surrounding villages, who were commanded to flood 
a field strewn with lime. The Jews were compelled to 
take their luggage with them, and to march through 
the swamp. Even mothers of young babies were not 
spared. Small children were driven in one direction, and 
their elders in another. Hundreds lost their lives.

This, I learn on good authority, is the result of a 
special request from His Holiness to the Vatican envoy, 
which is now taking a growing interest in the position 
of the Jews, having come to the conclusion that religious 
or racial persecution of the Jews is indicative of perse- 
cution of other religious sections. 

The Papal Nuncio is, I understand, to leave Berlin 
for Poland early in March and will have a conference 
in Cracow with Prince Sapieha, the Archbishop of 
Cracow. It is hoped that he will also come into 
contact with some of the Jews in that city.

POLISH-JEWISH PROPERTY TO 
BE REGISTERED 


Prelude to Robbery 


A decree for the compulsory registration of Jewish 
property in the Nazi-occupied part of Poland is pub- 
lished in the KRAKAUER ZEITUNG, the official organ of 
the Nazi administration in Poland, over the signature of 
Dr. Frank, the Governor-General. The purpose of the 
decree 1s to deprive Jews of all their property. 

Jews must register all their accounts and possessions 
in local banks as well as in banks abroad, real estate 
holdings, merchandise, cars, vans, carts and horses, 
cash in hand, jewellery, all valuable household objects, 
including carpets and paintings, and all clothes. 

This list, which contains practically everything that 
a person can possess, testifies to the determination of 
the Nazis to leave the Jews completely destitute. 

Another decree prohibits Jews from travelling on 
trains. Defaulters are hable to be sent to prison and 
fined. 

Governor-General Frank has summoned to Cracow 
Gestapo leaders from Warsaw and Radom for a special 
conference to discuss further anti-Jewish measures. 


DACHAU OUTDONE 
Concentration Camp Horrors 


[By our former Warsaw Correspondent] 


Between 40,000 and 50,000 Polish Jews are reported 
to be in the concentration camps established by the 
Nazis in the occupied territory. There are six camps 
in Poland, of which two are solely occupied by Jews. 
One is in the Krasnik-Orzedow area, and the other near 
Jablonna, in the Warsaw area. But there are also 
Jews in the other four camps. 

The treatment of the inmates in the Jewish camps is 
beyond description. The worst brutes from the concen- 
tration camps in Germany have been sent to supervise, 
and the inmates are forced to work from daybreak to 
night on the roads and in the forests cutting timber 
which is loaded and sent to Germany. As there are 
few horses to be had now for bringing the timber to 
the stations the Jews are forced to pull the carts or 
sledges themselves. 

Prisoners who fall ill are rarely treated or sent to 
hospital. They are simply killed by the Nazi super- 
visors, 

In the camps for Poles, the Jews are kept separately. 
Poies are encouraged to help in maltreating the Jews 
and in some cases Poles have been placed in control 
of Jewish sections. But only very few Poles can be 
induced to join in the Nazi persecution.

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ATTACK! 


THE resolution on the subject of “ Defence ” recently 
passed by the Commercial Travellers’ Lodge of a 
Jewish friendly society, and published last week in 
these columns, reflects a healthy consciousness in the 
Community of the gravity of the anti-Semitic menace. 
The resolution spoke with more enthusiasm than 
justice of “the poor efforts made by the Board of 
Deputies” to counter the threat, and this allegation 
has drawn a spirited reply in the present issuc. It 
must, in fairness, be ‘stated that much of the 
Defence work carried on by the Board has been con- 
ducted with tact, intelligence, and energy. [t was a 
new kind of activity for the Board to undertake. No 
experience of or machinery for the work existed at 
the outset. It had to be speedily improvised against 
a foreign’ propaganda machine developed during 
many years and on such a scale as to be a veritable 
modern prodigy. The Nazi machine was equipped so 
lavishly with funds that it could pour out 20 million 
pounds a year spread over practically every country 
of the world. 

Probably the commercial travellers did not pre- 
cisely express their real feelings. They, no doubt, 
felt a certain malaise at the sull inevitably partial 
results of the Defence movement, the same discontent 
which even the industrious leaders ana workers in 
the Jewish Defence organisation honestly confess. 
The existence. of this feeling suggests some very im- 
portant questions. Up till now the present campaign 
has proceeded on familiar lines. Its policy has been 
largely circumscribed by that word “defence.” But 
the time has come to break new ground. To put it 
ina different way, should not past defensive tactics at 
this, that, and the other point be supplemented by an 
effective strategy — the. strategy of vigorous attack? 
This question was bound to arise, and it must now 
be answered.—and answered with a bold affirmative. 

This policy is only new in this country. ‘It has 
already been noticeable among the Jews of America 
as well as those of South Africa. American Jewry, in 
particular, while continuing to meet calumnies one by 
one, to issue a steady stream of truths to counter 
anti-Semitic les, have set to work to demonstrate 
to the American people what has been tirelessly re- 
iterated in these columns, that anti-Semitism is not an 
end in itself but merely a weapon employed for their 
Own purposes by unscrupulous political adventurers. 
American Jewry have begun to carry the war into the 
enemy's camp. They have succeeded in many 

instances in demonstrating to the American public 
the disloyal and often sordid motives at work in the 
anti-Semitic assault, and in holding it up to derision 
and contempt as nothing but a racket embarked on 
by gangsters for gangster purposes. And the people of 
America have listened, and acted. Such a policy, if 
pursued here, would be no less useful. It would 
reveal many startling truths to the British people. It 
would expose by facts which are more telling than a 
thousand arguments the close political connection be- 
tween the anti-Jewish cult and the ambitions of our 
Nazi enemies. It would prove to the British public 
what students of the question well know, that the 
leaders of the anti-Semitic movement are engaged in 
a political ramp as a means to obtaining power, and 
that at least some of their minions are tarred by more 
squalid purposes, even by treachery to the realm, 


Once the hypocritical mask of all-consuming patriot- 
ism were stripped from them and they were ex- 
posed for what they really are, their power for 
mischief would be gone, and the country delivered 
from a dire peril. 

The latent, passive, but innocuous anti-Jewish 
dislike, such as exists in many countries, and which 
is usually traceable to ignorance, prejudice, to petty 
Jewish faults, or to sheer xenophobia, must not be 
allowed to continue as the happy hunting ground of 
miscreants bent on exploiting it ruthlessly for their 
own nefarious ends. That is for Jews a patriotic 
British duty no less than a duty to themselves as 
Jews; and it cannot be shirked. The old “ defence ” 
methods, admirable in their way, will never put an 
effective check upon the activities of militant anti- 
Semitism. The humble posture of appellants, the 
endless pleading that “ you misjudge us,” the plaintive 
protests that “ we are not the devils we are painted,” 
even the torrent of rebutting figures and facts, are 
restricted in their effect and tend after a time to excite 
something akin to boredom and nausea. “ Methinks 
they do protest too much,” the wearied listeners may 
be tempted to exclaim. There is something feeble 
and demeaning about this continued acceptance of a 
defensive role. Too long have we accepted a position 
“in the dock.” In time, in the minds of careless 
millions, the man in the dock is, by his very position, 
judged guilty. And all his pleas and arguments result 
in nothing more than added publicity for the false 
charges of his enemies. 

There is an old maxim that attack ts the best form 
of defence. We must not forget it. Had Zola not 
hurled his: flaming “1 accuse”—not a meek “I 
defend ”—~into the French anti-Semitic camp, Dreyfus 
would have rotted to death in Devil's Island and 
France would have rotted from the anti-Semitic 
internal corruption which its cunning German 
neighbour watched with shall pro- 
ceed after my old and approved system: attack 
before the adversary has had any chance to 
get in his blow, and confine him to defensive tactics 
and fight him until he’s done! ” 
of. a master in the strategy of propaganda, Dr. 
Goebbels. It is time we took a leaf out of the book 
of our arch-enemy. It is vital, and it is legitimate. 
“Fas est ab hoste doceri! ” Confine the enemy to 
“ defensive “Attack!” It will make great 
draughts on our fortitude and determination. It will 
demand sacrifice to provide the material support 
without which nothing can be done. ‘lt will require 
bravery to face the risks which such a war must 
entail. It will call for paticnce to encourage the faint- 
hearts amongst us. But we must be ready for all this 
if we are ever to pass “through the valley of dark 
decision” to ultimate security and peace. Either we 
must acquit .ourselves as men or be content to be 
regarded and treated as something very much less.

PALESTINE LAND SALES RESTRICTIONS 


THE issuing of new regulations restricting the purchase 
of land by Jews in Palestine has come as yet another 
blow for the Jewish people. Its most exasperating fea- 
ture, however, is its sheer stupidity. For by it no sec- 
tion is benefited, and all must suffer or at least be antag- 
onised. As the regulations stand, they leave the door 
open for the local Palestine Administration, through its 
mouthpiece, the High Commissioner, to close down the 
development of the Jewish National Home to ghetto 
dimensions, and the whole spirit of these rules suggest 
that that is the purpose in mind. To the bitterness 
which Jews all over the world will experience on this 
account must be added the very undesirable impression 
which must be created in neutral countries, especially 
in America, where this gratuitous action will throw cold 
water on many who are influenced in their attitude to 
Great Britain in the present struggle by their trust in 
her humanitarian. good faith untouched by opportun- 
ism and in her practical idealism, 


THE APPLE OF DISCORD 


On the other hand, the regulations will give to Pales- 
tine Arabs the impression that a very clear loophole is 
left open for the virtual abolition of all restrictions of 
any kind—even such as would be readily concéded as 
just by the Jews themselves. At the same time the 
majority of Arabs will quickly recognise the economic 
blow the new rules will deal them. Thus, far from satis- 
fying the Arabs, Mr. MacDonald's clumsy step will 
merely incur their resentment. Finally, nothing 
could be better calculated to revive the spirit of jealous 
antipathy between Jew and Arab in Palestine than these 
new and uncalled-for regulations; and that just at a 
time when the first glimmer of mutual trust was begin- 
ning to show. Mr. MacDonald's words in the House 
of Commons and his acrobatic negotiation of Britain's 
League commitments could do nothing to lessen the bad 
impression of this action, and his sheltering behind such 
misty excuses as being “ faced with a delicate situation 
in Palestine ~ must impress all but the very naive as 
merely lack of frankness. Everybody knows that, to 
put the matter very bluntly, the situation in Palestine 
has not been so free from “ celicacy ” since the storm 
clouds in Europe were no bigger than a man’s hand. 
It is inconceivable that the Colonial Office can still be 
bluffed by tales of “threatened trouble” mugged up 
by a few dejected and discredited extremists and elabor- 
ated by others who are bent on suffocating the Jewish 
national revival. 


FLOUTING FORTUNE 


CONDITIONS in Palestine during the past half-year 
looked very much as though good luck was going to 
rescue Mr. MacDonald's connection with that land 
from the failure of his own policy. But there is

REFUGEES AND BRITISH EXPORTS 


A RECENT article in these columns stressed the impor- 
tant part which refugees could play in the fostering of 
the vital British export trade. Many:-of them have 
expert knowledge of German markets abroad, while 
others have valuable goodwill among foreign importers. 
Their only handicap in employing these advantages 1s 
lack of capital. This week, Dr. Leon Zeitlin points 
out that private concerns or individuals, whose normal 
function it is to finance export enterprise, should func- 
tion normally despite the present troubled circumstances. 
It is precisely the merchant bankers and financiers, he 
tells us, who tend most to restrict their enterprise in 
difficult times. Capital is notoriously nervous and 
timid, as the wanderings of what ts known as “ refugee 
money ” vividly testify. Nevertheless, these are times 
in which the whole country, and a great part of the 
world, are living dangerously, and capital cannot expect 
a greater degree of snug security. Large and increasing 
exports form an extremely important factor in the 
British war effort. In fostering them to the utmost, 
therefore, finance can show that it is every whit as 
patriotic as other interests, and incidentally give the lie 
to the windy rhetoric of its many enemies. 


“WE ARE FIGHTING AGAINST PERSECUTION ” 
THE latest outburst of Hitler came within a few hours . 
of the British Premier's speech. But the Fiihrer’s 
nauseating hypocrisy, rant, and self-flattery were in such 
marked contrast to the dignified resolution of the 
earlier Oration that not even the least sensitive of pro- 
Fascists could have failed to be depressed and disgusted. 
In measured and impressive terms Mr. Chamberlain pro- 
claimed the aims of the Allied States: 
“ We are fighting,” he said, 
“to right the wrongs that Germany has inflicted on 
people who once were free . . . and we know that it 
can be secured without putting other peoples in 
bondage, We are fighting for freedom of individual 
conscience and for freedom in religion; we are fighting 
against persecution wherever it may be found (pro- 
longed cheers). Lastly, we are fighting to abolish the 
spirit of militarism and the accumulation of armaments 
which is pauperising Europe, and not least Germany 
herself.” 
It is in very truth the charter of human liberty which 
the Allies are holding aloft in the present tempest. 
Compare that aspiration with the ghastly report of 
Nazism in practice which is given by the barbarities in 
Nazified Poland, and of which an almost sickening 
account is printed in this issue. Reading it, and remem-

bering that these abominations have recurred at every 
stage of the Hitlerist progress, one is compelled to ask

“ Providence,” shrieked Hitler, “has blessed our 
struggle, a struggle not for the oppression of other 
nations but for the liberation of the German peoples. . . 
There is a living God. He created all peoples and gave 
to all peoples the same rights.” One thinks of Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, the Jews. Can this man be lost to the 
meaning of his own words, or are his mental and moral 
faculties those of a frantic madman wallowing in evil? 


UNITED SYNAGOGUE SPRINGS A SURPRISE 


A CIRCULAR letter has been sent by the Honorary 
Officers of the United Synagogue to the various District 
Synagogues. In it the District Synagogues are told that 
after the end of the present session of the Board of 
Deputies any District Synagogue desiring to continue 
to be represented on the Board will, in view of the pre- 
sent situation, have to make arrangements for payment 
of the Board’s assessment so as to ensure that no portion 
of the cost falls upon Synagogue accounts. As to how 
these Synagogues are to find the necessary funds, no 
suggestion is made. If they are to be raised by a whip- 
round among individual members then it is clear that a 
severe blow will be struck at the representative character 
of the Board, for long experience has shown that in the 
Jewish Community perhaps more than in any other 
ecommunity those who pay the piper call the tune. 
Deputies elected in these circumstances will represent, in 
the last resort, not the Synagogues which appoint them 
but those who pay for the right of their appointment. 
Up tll now the whole electoral system has been based 
on the synagogue as the unit. The step now taken could 
be construed as the first move towards the casting of 
that system into the melting pot, besides being a com- 
plete flouting of democratic principle. It is, indeed, all 
the more astonishing as well as untimely because the 
Board, at its last meeting, was informed that a sub- 
committee had been set up to-inquire into its system of 
representation and into the connected question of the 
basis of the Board's finances. It would be interesting 
to hear whether the Board’s Chairman or its Executive 
has been told of the new proposal. 


RECRUITING REFUGEES 


For some time now the refugees in this country have 
been permitted to join the Pioneer Corps which is 
engaged on important work for the Army though not in 
actual military service. A Jewish Committee exists for 
the purpose of facilitating their enlistment in this work, 
and a considerable number of refugees have volunteered 
for it. But, judging from reports, it would seem that 
trop de zéle, that peculiarly Jewish failing, plus a certain 
lack of consideration or imagination is sometimes shown 
by this recruiting Committee in the handling of refugees’ 
cases. Some of these possess special difficulties. There 
are refugees, for example, who have high technical 
qualifications which they may not be allowed to employ 
here. It is doubtful whether such people should be ex- 
pected to enrol for tasks of mere manual labour. A 
modicum of common sense should reveal the shocking 
waste of ability that this must entail. In other instances 
the refugee may be expecting his visa to America to 
come into operation soon. If he joined the Pioneer Corps, 
he could not use his. visa when available and, as 
American arrangements now stand, would never obtain 
another one. At the conclusion of the war he would 
be stranded in this country perhaps penniless and with- 
out permission to work—especially if-a period of grave 
unemployment should set in. Then, again, to take one 
other example, a refugee going to America would be 
able to bring out to him at an early date his helpless 
parents or other hard-pressed relatives. This act of 
kindly duty would be impossible if he enlisted in the 
Pioneer Corps. 

It is easy to understand and sympathise with the 
zeal of the Committee and its workers for securing the 
largest possible number of refugee recruits for the 
Corps. But any mere rule-of-thumb methods which 
take no account of exceptional circumstances cannot 
commend themselves either to the conscience of the 
common man or to the judgment of the national 
authorities.

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ATTACK! 


THE resolution on the subject of * Defence ” recently 
passed by the Commercial Travellers’ Lodge of a 
Jewish friendly society, and published last week in 
these columns, reflects a healthy consciousness in the 
Community of the gravity of the anti-Semitic menace. 
The resolution spoke with more enthusiasm than 
justice of “the poor efforts made by the Board of 
Deputies ” to counter the threat, and this allegation 
has drawn a spirited reply in the present issue. It 
must, in fairness, be stated that much of the 
Defence work carried on by the Board has been con- 
ducted with tact, intelligence, and energy. It was a 
new kind of activity for the Board to undertake. No 


experience of or machinery for the work existed at 


the outset. It had to be speedily improvised against 
a foreign propaganda machine developed during 
many years and on such a scale as to be a veritable 
modern prodigy. The Nazi machine was equipped so 
lavishly with funds that it could pour out 20 million 
pounds a year spread over practically évery country 
of the world. 

Probably the commercial travellers did not pre- 
cisely express their real feelings. They, no doubt, 
felt a certain malaise at the still inevitably partial 
results of the Defence movement, the same discontent 
which even the industrious leaders and workers in 
the Jewish Defence orgamsation honestly confess. 
The existence of this feeling suggests some very im- 
portant questions. Up tll now the present campaign 
has proceeded on familiar lines. Its policy has been 
largely circumscribed by that word “defence.” But 
the time has come to break new ground. To put it 
in a different way, should not past defensive tactics at 
this, that, and the other point be supplemented by an 
effective strategy — the strategy of vigorous attack? 

This question was bound to arise, and it must now 

be answered—and answered with a bold affirmative. 

This policy ts only new in this country. It has 
already been noticeable among the Jews of America 
as well as those of South Africa. American Jewry, in 
particular, while continuing to meet calumnies one by 
one, to issue a steady stream of truths to counter 
anti-Semitic lies; have set to work to demonstrate 
to the American people what has been tirelessly re- 
itcrated in these columns, that anti-Semitism is not an 
end in itself but merely a weapon employed for their 
own purposes by unscrupulous political adventurers. 

American Jewry have begun to carry the war into the 

enemys camp. [hey have succeeded in many 

instances in demonstrating to the American public 
the disloyal and often sordid motives at work in the 
anti-Semitic assault, and in holding it up to derision 
and contempt as nothing but a racket embarked on 
by gangsters for gangster purposes. And the people of 
America have listened, and acted. Such a policy, if 
pursued here, would be no less useful. It would 
reveal many startling truths to the British people. It 
would expose by facts which are more telling than a 
thousand arguments the close political connection be- 
tween the anti-Jewish cult and the ambitions of our 
Nazi enemies. It would prove to the British public 
what students of the question well know, that the 
leaders of the anti-Semitic movement are engaged in 
a political ramp as a means to obtaining power, and 
that at least some of their minions are tarred by more 
squalid purposes, even by treachery to the realm. 


Once the hypocritical mask of all-consuming patriot- 
ism were stripped from them and they were ex- 
posed for what they really are, their power for 
mischief would be gone, and the country delivered 
from a dire peril. 

The latent, passive, but innocuous anti-Jewish 
dislike, such as exists in many countries, and which 
is usually traceable to ignorance, prejudice, to petty 
Jewish faults, or to sheer xenophobia, must not be 
allowed to continue as the happy hunting ground of 
miscreants bent on exploiting it ruthlessly for their 
own nefarious ends. That is for Jews a patriotic 
British duty no less than a duty to themselves as 
Jews; and it cannot be shirked. The old “ defence ” 
methods, admirable in their way, will never put an 
effective check upon the activities of militant anti- 
Semitism. The humble posture of appellants, the 
endless pleading that “ you misjudge us,” the plaintive 
protests that “ we are not the devils we are painted,” 
even the torrent of rebutting figures and facts, are 
restricted in their effect and tend after a time to excite 
something akin to boredom and nausea. “ Methinks 
they do protest too much,” the wearied listeners may 
be tempted to exclaim. There is something feeble 
and demeaning about this continued acceptance of a 
defensive role. Too long have we accepted a position 
“in the dock.” In time, in the minds of careless 
millions, the man in the dock is, by his very position, 
judged guilty. And all his pleas and arguments result 
in nothing more than added publicity for the false 
charges of his enemies. 

There is an old maxim that attack ts the best form 
of defence. We must not forget it. Had Zola not 
hurled his flaming “I accuse ”"—not a meek “I 
defend *—1into the French anti-Semitic camp, Dreyfus 
would have rotted to death in Devil's Island and 
France ~ would have rotted from the anti-Semitic 
internal corruption which its cunning German 
neighbour watched with glee. “I shall pro- 
ceed after my old and approved system: attack 
before the adversary has had any chance to 
get in his blow, and ‘confine him to defensive tactics 
and fight him until he’s done! ” They are the words 
of a master in the strategy of propaganda, Dr. 
Goebbels. It is time we took a leaf out of the book 
of our arch-enemy. It is vital, and it is legitimate. 
“Fas est ab hoste doceri!” Confine the enemy to 
“ defensive tactics.” “ Attack!” It will make great 
draughts on our fortitude and determination. It will 
demand sacrifice to provide the material support 
without which nothing can be done. It will require 
bravery to face the risks which such a war must 
entail. It will call for patience to encourage the faint- 
hearts amongst us. But we must be ready for all this 
if we are ever to pass “through the valley of dark 
decision ” to ultimate security and peace. Ejther we 
must acquit ourselves as men or be content to be 
regarded and treated as something very much less. 


PALESTINE LAND SALES RESTRICTIONS 


THE issuing of new regulations restricting the purchase 
of land by Jews in Palestine has come as yet another 
blow for the Jewish people. Its most exasperating fea- 
ture, however, is its sheer stupidity. For by it no sec- 
tion is benefited, and all must suffer or at least be antag- 
onised. As the regulations stand, they leave the door 
open for the local Palestine Administration, through its 
mouthpiece, the High Commissioner, to close down the 
development of the Jewish National Home to ghetto 
dimensions, and the whole spirit of these rules suggest 
that that is the purpose in mind. To the bitterness 
which Jews all over the world will experience on this 
account must be added the very undesirable impression 
which must be created in neutral countries, especially 
in America, where this gratuitous action will throw cold 
water on many who are influenced in their attitude to 
Great Britain in the present struggle by their trust in 
her humanitarian good faith untouched by opportun- 
ism and in her practical idealism. 


THE APPLE OF DISCORD 


On the other hand, the regulations will give to Pales- 
tine Arabs the impression that a very clear loophole is 
left open for the virtual abolition of all restrictions of 
any kind—even such as would be readily concéded as 
just by the Jews themselves. At the same time the 
majority of Arabs will quickly recognise the economic 
blow the new rules will deal them. Thus, far from satis- 
fying the Arabs, Mr. MacDonald's clumsy step will 
merely incur their resentment. Finally, nothing 
could be better calculated to revive the spirit of jealous 
antipathy between Jew and Arab in Palestine than these 
new and uncalled-for regulations; and that just at a 
time when the first glimmer of mutual trust was begin- 
ning to show. Mr. MacDonald's words in the House 
of Commons and his acrobatic negotiation of Britain’s 
League commitments could do nothing to lessen the bad 
impression of this action, and his sheltering behind such 
misty excuses as being “ faced with a delicate situation 
in Palestine” must impress all but the very naive as 
merely lack of frankness. Everybody knows that, to 
put the matter very bluntly, the situation in Palestine 
has not been so free from “ celicacy ” since the storm 
clouds in Europe were no bigger than a man’s hand. 
It is inconceivable that the Colonial Office can still be 
bluffed by tales of “threatened trouble” mugged up 
by a few dejected and discredited extremists and elabor- 
ated by others who are bent on suffocating the Jewish 
national revival. 


FLOUTING FORTUNE 


CONDITIONS in Palestine during the past half-year 
looked very much as though good luck was going to 
rescue Mr. MacDonald's connection with that land 
from the failure of his own policy. But there is 
notoriously a limit to fortune’s patience and certainly 
the Colonial Secretary is trying it as heavily as 
ineptitude well can. 


REFUGEES AND BRITISH EXPORTS 


A RECENT article in these columns stressed the impor- 
tant part which refugees could play in the fostering of 
the vital British export trade. Many of them have 
expert knowledge of German markets abroad, while 
others have valuable goodwill among foreign importers. 
Their only handicap in employing these advantages is 
lack of capital. This week, Dr. Leon Zeitlin points 
out that private concerns or individuals, whose normal 
function it is to finance export enterprise, should func- 
tion normally despite the present troubled circumstances. 
It is precisely the merchant bankers and financiers, he 
tells us, who tend most to restrict their enterprise in 
difficult times. Capital is notoriously nervous and 
timid, as the wanderings of what is known as “ refugee 
money ” vividly testify. | Nevertheless, these are times 
in which the whole country, and a great part of the 
world, are living dangerously, and capital cannot expect 
a greater degree of snug security. Large and increasing 
exports form an extremely important factor in the 
British war effort. ‘In fostering them to the utmost, 
therefore, finance can show that it is every whit as 
patriotic as other interests, and incidentally give the lie 
to the windy rhetoric of its many enemies. 


“WE ARE FIGHTING AGAINST PERSECUTION ” 

Tue latest outburst of Hitler came within a few hours 
of the British Premier's speech. But the Fuhrer’s 
nauseating hypocrisy, rant, and self-flattery were in such 
marked contrast to the dignified resolution of the 
earlier Oration that not even the least sensitive of pro- 
Fascists could have failed to be depressed and disgusted. 
In measured and impressive terms Mr. Chamberlain pro- 
claimed the aims of the Allied States: 

“ We are fighting,” he said, 


“to right the wrongs that Germany has inflicted on . 


people who once were free . . . and we know that it 
can be secured without putting other peoples in 
bondage. We are fighting for freedom of individual 
conscience and for freedom in religion; we are fighting 
against persecution wherever it may be found (pro- 
longed cheers). Lastly, we are fighting to abolish the 
spirit of militarism and the accumulation of armaments 
which 1s pauperising Europe, and not least Germany 


hersel 


It is in very truth the charter of human liberty which 
the Allies are holding aloft in the present tempest. 


Compare that aspiration with the ghastly report of | 


Nazism in practice which is given by the barbarities in 
Nazified Poland, and of which an almost sickening 
account is printed in this issue. Reading it, and remem- 
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bering that these abominations have recurred at every 
stage of the Hitlerist progress, one is compelled to ask 
whether in the wicked group now in power in Germany 
and their millions of supporters and agents we are deal- 
ing with human beings or only with a savage brute 
creation in human form; and to wonder, with horror, 
what would be the fate of a Europe in which the Nazis’ 
lust for domination had given them uncontrolled power. 


Where, in particular, would the Jewish people be in that 
thick and cruel jungle? 


“ Providence,” shrieked Hitler. “has blessed our 
struggle, a struggle not for the oppression of other 
nations but for the liberation of the German peoples. . . 
There is a living God. He created all peoples and gave 
to all peoples the same rights.” One thinks of Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, the Jews. Can this man be lost to the 
meaning of his own words, or are his mental and moral 
faculties those of a frantic madman wallowing in evil? 


UNITED SYNAGOGUE SPRINGS A SURPRISE 


A CIRCULAR letter has been sent by the Honorary 
Officers of the United Synagogue to the various District 
Synagogues. In it the District Synagogues are told that 
after the end of the present session of the Board of 
Deputies any District Synagogue desiring to continue 
to be represented on the Board will, in view of the pre- 
sent situation, have to make arrangements for payment 
of the Board's assessment so as to ensure that no portion 
of the cost falls upon Synagogue accounts. As to how 
these Synagogues are to find the necessary funds, no 
suggestion is made. If they are to be raised by a whip- 
round among individual members then it is clear that a 
severe blow will be struck at the representative character 
of the Board, for long experience has shown that in the 
Jewish Community perhaps more than in any other 
community those who pay the piper call the tune. 
Deputies elected in these circumstances will represent, in 
the last resort, not the Synagogues which appoint them 
but those who pay for the right of their appointment. 
Up till now the whole electoral system has been based 
on the synagogue as the unit. The step now taken could 
be construed as the first move towards the casting of 
that system into the melting pot, besides being a com- 
plete flouting of democratic principle. It is, indeed, all 
the more astonishing as well as untimely because the 
Board, at its last meeting, was informed that a sub- 
committee had been set up to inquire into its system of 
representation and into the connected question of the 
basis of the Board's finances. It would be interesting 
to hear whether the Board’s Chairman or its Executive 
has been told of the new proposal. 


RECRUITING REFUGEES ; 

FoR some time now the refugees in this country have 
been permitted to join the Pioneer Corps which is 
engaged on important work for the Army though not in 
actual military service. A Jewish Committee exists for 
the purpose of facilitating their enlistment in this work, 
and a considerable number of refugees have volunteered 
for it. But, judging from reports, it would seem that 
trop de zéle, that peculiarly Jewish failing, plus a certain 
lack of consideration or imagination is sometimes shown 
by this recruiting Committee in the handling of refugees’ 
cases. Some of these possess special difficulties. There 
are refugees, for example, who have high technical 
qualifications which they may not be allowed to employ 
here. It is doubtful whether such people should be ex- 
pected to enrol for tasks of mere manual labour. A 
modicum of common sense should reveal the shocking 
waste of ability that this must entail. In other instances 
the refugee may be expecting his visa to America to 
come into operation soon. If he joined the Pioneer Corps, 
he could not use his visa when available and, as 
American arrangements now stand, would never obtain 
another one. At the conclusion of the war he would 
be stranded in this country perhaps peTwjless and with- 
out permission to work—especially if a period of grave 
unemployment should set in. Then, again, to take one 
other example, a refugee going to America would be 
able to bring out to him at an early date his helpless 
parents or other hard-pressed relatives. This act of 
kindly duty would be impossible if he enlisted in the 
Pioneer Corps. 

It is easy to understand and sympathise with the 
zeal of the Committee and its workers for securing the 
largest possible number of refugee recruits for the 
Corps. But any mere rule-of-thumb methods which 
take no account of exceptional circumstances cannot 
commend themselves cither to the conscience of the 
common man or to the judgment of the national 
authorities.

EVACUEES AND THE PESACH 
PROBLEM 


Central Committee’s Steps 


CANTEENS, PARCELS, AND PRIVATE 
HOSPITALITY 


The Central Jewish Committee for Problems of Evacua- 
tion have issued this week the following communiqué on 
the subject of Passover atrangements for evacuee children: 

For some time past a special Committee sect up by the Central 
Jewish Committee for Problems of Evacuation has been con- 
sidering the question of the provision of facilities for Passover 
observance amongst children evacuated trom London. This 
committee, on which were represented the Joint Emergency 
Committee and the Kosher Canteen Committee, as well as 
bodies interested in the distribution of Passover necessities, 
intends to enable Jewish children, wherever possible, to be 
provided through canteens with opportunities for a full obser- 
vance of Passover, which cannot in the absence of a canteen 
be fully observed by such children. 

In a large number of cases, however, the dispersal of the 
children over hundreds of scattered villages places an insur- 
mountable difficulty in the way of the provision of central 
canteens. In such cases, wherever possible, provision will be 
made for Seder Service and for sending 2 lb. of matzoth, 
relying upon individual parents to send food parcels to their 
children during the Festival. The morning Festival services 
will be held as usual in all centres. 

The Committee will in this way do everything possible for 
the children during Passover, but will discourage them from 
returning to London, which is contrary to Government policy 
and exposes them to danger. 

In a number of areas there are Jewish families who will be 
glad to receive Jewish children as guests for Passover. The 
Committee invite offers of hospitality and will be glad to 
answer any inquirics. 

In order that no child may be forgotten, the Committee ask 
that every parent whose children are not attending Jewish 
religion classes or Services in the reception areas should com- 
municate at once with the Central Jewish Committee for 
Problems of Evacuation.

MANCHESTER JEW HONOURED 
Gold Medal for Mr. S. Classick 
WORKING MEN’S CLUB MOVEMENT

At the annual meeting last week of the Manchester 
Branch of the Working Men's Club and Institute Union, 
which was attended by delegates representing nearly 300 
clubs and 80,000 clubmen in Lancashire and Cheshire, 
the Union's gold medal, given for 21 years’ continuous 
service to the movement, was presented to Mr. Sam.

Mr. K. T. S. Dockray, President of the Branch and 
Registrar of the Manchester County Court, said that Mr.

Mr. Classick was elected Vice-President of the Manchester 
branch of the Union nine years ago and has been repeatedly 
re-elected unopposed. Previously, he had served for twelve 
years on the Union's Council, and represented on it the 
Manchester Jewish Working Men's Club, of which he is also 
Vice-President and a past Hon. Secretary. He is Treasurer 
of the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews and of the 
Manchester Jews’ School, and Hon. Superintendent of the 
Victoria Memorial Jewish Hospital.

The Tragedy of the Jews 


Palestine, continued Mr. Oliver, used to be a land where 
old Jews went to die. Now the British people had a great 
opportunity to help to make Palestine a land where young 
Jews could go to live. Palestine, formerly a land of 
tombs and sorrow, was changing into a land of joy, singing, 
and fruitfulness. The British public, in their discussion of 
the problems of the war and the peace settlement, would 
do well to remember that behind all the suffering of the 
Poles and the Czechs there was the tragedy of the Jews 
who were being persecuted in so many countries, and that 
no peace settlement would completely wipe out the 
sorrows and evils of Europe unless it provided relief and 
justice for the Jewish people, especially in regard to 
Palestine.

Submitting the financial statement at the annual meet- 
ing of the Queen’s Park Hebrew Congregation last week, 
Mr. S. Rosin, Treasurer, said that the difficult condi- 
tions existing since the outbreak of war had had an 
adverse effect upon their income, but despite this fact, 
they had managed to reduce the bank overdraft.

The Jewish Institute, which was seriosuly damaged by 
fire last year, was reopened last Sunday. A Sub-Committee 
has been appointed to formulate plans for hospitality 
to Jewish members of the Forces who are stationed in 
Glasgow and the surrounding district. 

The serious financial position of the Zionist Centre was 
discussed at a meeting of the local Zionist Council last week. 
Mr. F. Nettler, J.P., who presided, said it would be a 
calamity if the Centre was forced to close down. The 
present situation called for:a united effort on the part of 
all the organisations who made use of the many facilities 
of the Centre | 

Details of the work done on behalf of local refugees 
were given at a combined meeting of the Council for Jewish 
Refugees, the Jewish Refugees’ Committee, and the Jewish 
Ladies Refugee Committee held last week. Mr. J. Morri- 
son paid tribute to the Jewish and non-Jewish employers 
who had given work to young refugee men and women, 
and for their sympathy and patience in training them for 
their new occupations. Fifty trainees had been placed on 
farms throughout Scotland. Reviewing the’ work of the 
Council for Jewish Refugees, Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P.. said 
that during the year the Council had collected £6,421 . 
in addition to £1,153 received under covenant. The report 
of the Ladies’ Refugee Committee disclosed that they had 
been instrumental in placing 250 children in Jewish and 
non-Jewish homes, while an additional 200 were being 
trained at Whittingehame. Of the £591 collected during 
the year, £400 had been forwarded to Whittingehame and 
£150 to the Garnethill Hostel, Glasgow.

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JEW vy. FASCIST IN BLACKPOOL 
DEBATE 


Support for Anti-Semitism 
{From our Correspondent) 


“I believe that the force that would destroy Jewry 
would destroy all other liberties.” So declared a non- 
Jew at a public meeting held under the auspices of 
the Blackpool Debating Society last week, when the 
motion “That the Jew should be welcomed as a 
citizen” was proposed by the Rev. A. S. Super, of 
Leeds, and opposed by Mr. E. Lounsbach, representing 
the British Union of Fascists. The statement was 
réceived with an outburst of applause and cheers. 

Many were turned away from the Hollywood Caté, where 
the meeting was held. Of those present a large proportion 
were non-Jews; and their reaction to the inaccuracies and 
misstatements of the Fascist was predominantly one of 
ridicule and disgust. In the open debate not one supported 
the opposition. No vote was taken. 

Ihe motion itself was an insult to twentieth-century 
civilisation, said Mr. Super, for such a proposition should 
not be necessary. That it should be questioned at all was 
an evil heritage from past ages. In every sphere of life, 
in every nation of which he had been a part, the Jew had 
made, and was making, invaluable contributions to world 
civilisation. Name after name in the realms of medicine, 
art, literature, music, social progress, science, and the rest 
gave support in hard facts to his contention. 


The Usual Dope 


Replying. Mr. Lounsbach produced the usual “ dope ~ of 
the party, which was fas was later pointed out) exactly 
similar to the arguments put over from Nazi Germany on 
the radio. Vague accusations against a nebulous group 
referred to as “Jewish international finance,’ such 
phrases as “the economic influence of the money power of 
international Jewry,” “ Jewish-controlled Press,” the mmaccu- 
rate remark that “tariff reform was’ never brought in 
because “the Jews” all vote against #—these were inter- 
spersed with crocodile afiectations of sympathy for the 
“poor Jew,” now suflering for the misdeeds of “ inter- 
national Jewish finance.” Yet he dismissed stories of 
persecution as atrocity propaganda.” 

He was answered by the non-Jews who took part in the 
discussion and who pointed out that the Jews were merely 
the first victims and were being made a scapegoat. 

The Rev. Norman Castles, Minister of Cleveleys Con- 
gregational Church, said that the war situation had been 
brought about by nationalism, and poured scorn on the 
Statement that the world’s economic ills were due to Jewish 
financiers, Mr. Super had not mentioned one great Jew, 
Jesus of Nazareth, who had added so much to the life of 
the world. 

Mr. Aubrey. M. Clayton (of Manchester) pointed out the 
absurdity of saying that unlimited power was in the hands 
of the Jews, whereas they were unable to prevent the 
pogroms in Poland, Germany, and elsewhere. 


An Offer Not Accepted 


Mr. Super offered to pay Mr. Lounsbach’s expenses to 
hostels in this country where refugee children now are 
in order to refute the “atrocity propaganda” lie, but his 
challenge was not accepted. Anti-Semitic propaganda, he 
added, was merely a smokescreen under which the liberties 
of this country were to be snatched away. The greatest 
international institution in the world was not “ international 
Jewry” but the Nazi organisation that had cells in every 
country in the world. His opponent had quoted word for 
word material sent out from Nazi Germany .from the 
“World Service,” which existed for this purpose. The 
Rev. Mr. Super’s summing up of the situation was greeted 
with loud applause.

JEW-BAITING ON THE AIR 
A * British’’ Radio Pirate 


G.P.O. engineers believe that the new anti-British 
wireless station which was heard in Great Britain on 
Sunday night is a low-power station operating from 
some distant part of the Continent. They are to make 
further efforts to track it down. 

Listeners on Sunday heard a man who announced 
himself as speaking from the “ New British Broadcasting 
Station,” and went on to praise the Nazis and attack 
the Jews. Echoing the words of the Nazi broadcasters, 
he declared: “Why are we fighting? Because 
Germany's new economic and financial system cuts 
across the principles of international capitalism and 
threatens the destruction of international Jewry.” 


VIGILANCE IN THE TRADES 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


Since the latter part of 1938, there have been in existence 
Trade Committees in trades with which Jews are intimately 
connected. They were originally formed as a means of 
obtaining money for Jewish Defence activity, but they 
were also regarded as vigilance bodies concerned with 
the task of discovering and dealing with anti-Semitic 
tendencies. The Committees are linked with the Jewish 
Defence Committee through a Trades Advisory Council, 
on which the trades are represented. 

It is clear that in the general scheme of Jewish Defence 
these Trade Committees can play a very important part. 
The tendency has, however, been for them not to do any- 
thing until abuses have been brought to their attention 
through the Public Relations Officer of the Board of 
Deputies. This may account for the lack of work that 
has been done; for tt is clear that an outside official can 
only learn at second hand, and that perhaps a long time 
after the event, what these trade bodies are perféctly 
acquainted with. 

But if the initiative cannot be left to them, it could, 
perhaps, be left to the Advisory Council. I have no know- 
ledge of how many times that body has met in the past year, 
bat I believe they are not many. Perhaps something can 
be done to revive the moribund. The general anti-Semitic 
tendencies to-day certainly demand that. 


FINSBURY SQUARE SPEAKER CHARGED 


Richard Houston (36), of 329, Hornsey Road, Holloway, 
described as a painter, was charged under the Public Order 
Act at Old Street Police Court last Friday with using 
insulting words at Finsbury Square, E.C., whereby a breach 
of the peace was likely to have been occasioned. Houston 
pleaded not guilty. 

Giving evidence, Inspector White said that Houston had 
been addressing a meeting and he described reports of 
Nazi brutality as atrocity stories. He added: *“ We are not 
fighting for Austria, Czechoslovakia, or Poland, but the stage 
is set for this war by the Jewish financial houses who have 
done everything possible to create hatred against Germany. 
I don't intend to fight it, it’s all theirs." He was then 
interrupted by a man of Jewish appearance who protested 
violently. In reply Houston said they would notice that 
the clever boys who came there and said they should fight 
im a war were never in uniform. Raising his voice he 
shouted: “The reaction to this war is coming very soon 
and it is going to be an anti-Jewish reaction and 1 am 
going to see that this reaction is against the right. people, 
the Jews.” A section of the crowd, both Jews and Gentiles, 
took exception to this remark and began to protest.

has been copied from Nazi sources, but it may be just 
as effective in this country as it has been in Germany. 
Mosley believes that between elections the constitutional 
parties become inactive and there is an absolute 
minimum of political activity, with the result that they 
fail to net many votes. There is a great deal of truth 
in this. Too often elections mean feverish preparation 
for party agents prior to the polling date, and then 
everything is allowed to die down, the tumult being 
forgotten by all but the candidate and the few regular 
workers. 

_ Bearing this fact in mind, Mosley’s men are trained 
in the following manner. A Deputy District Leader is 
appointed for each district, it is his duty to be familiar 
with every phase of political and election law, and for 
this purpose he takes special training. The constituency 
to be fought is then divided into sections, and he 
appoints section leaders. These men divide their 
sections into streets, form teams, and put each street in 
the charge of one or two workers. These single units of 
Fascism do nothing else but hammer away at the streets 
in their charge. They must report their progress 
regularly. 

Collecting Private Information 

Private information gained is then collated, and 
receives the Deputy District Leader's special attention, 
for at election time he knows what is likely to influence 
Mrs. Brown at No. 10 and Mr. Smith at No. 8. Mrs. 
Brown may be a staunch Conservative and Mr. Smith a 
Socialist, but such ts the knowledge of the Deputy 
District Leader, who is also chief propagandist, that he 
can issue instructions to his underlings that will result 
in two votes for the Fascist candidate, one from Mrs. 
Brown and one from Mr. Smith. 

In print it may seem incredible, but in practice it 
works well. With this machinery set in motion, two 
months is sufficient for a Deputy District Leader to 
assure his candidate a good show. The L.C.C. elections 
were run in this way. The important factor to 
remember is this, that in many districts this system has 
been running since the formation of the B.U.F: and it 
allows a few workers to maintain personal contact with 
a great many voters, for contact is kept up and reports 
compiled all the year round. In this fashion a political 
snowball is set in motion and may one day produce 
surprising results if it is not. checked by appropriate 


Subtle System 

The voter has to face another fact. Should Fascists 
ever gain power, the electoral system may be kept up, 
despite the fact that elections themselves will become 
mere farcical formalities. It ts this system that has 
given Himmler and his Gestapo agents the information 
they require to keep Hitler safely enthroned. 

To the voter, the Fascist on his doorstep is just 
another political canvasser. It may even not strike him 
that the canvasser is the same person for months on end. 
In time he gets used to his face, and exchanges con- 
fidences. Those confidences have repaid the patience 
of the canvasser, and are incorporated into subtle 
propaganda that may sooner or later extract the required 
vote. 

Bearing these facts in mind, opposition leaders should 
not ignore what may seem the puny efforts of Mosley’s 
agents, even though the Silvertown election—carried 
out on territory which is new to the Fascists—resulted 
in such an overwhelming defeat for Mosley. 


FASCISTS AT FEDERAL UNION MEETING

It is to the credit of the overwhelming majority of the 
people at the meeting, which had Sir Drummond Shiels 
as its Chairman, that apart from a few cries of “ throw 
them out.” the little band of Fascists were completely 
ignored and frozen into silence. | heard not a cry of 
sympathy or word of approval, but dignified condemnation 
in plenty. 


Chatham Council have refused permission for the use of 
the Town Hall for a speech by Sir Oswald Mosley. 

An order was made in the Chancery Division of the High 
Court of Justice last week for the winding up of the firm of 
Messrs. W. J. Hasted and Son, Ltd., printers, of Mile End Road, 

Judgment was given against the firm last July for £400 
damages and £247 costs in respect of a libel action against 
the East Lonpon BiacksHirt, of which the firm were the 
printers.

now drawing to a close, the men 

in the Services, exposed to all 
kinds of weather, still need comforts that 
industrious women can make for them. 
Here are three simple patterns for 
woollen extras. And please remember

FOR THE SOLDIER 
HetmMer With Vest and Back Ptece 


Materials required: 5S ozs, khaki double knit- 
ting wool Iwo No. 6 knitting needles. 
Four No. 6 knitting needles pointed both 
ends 

MetHop: 


With the two No. 6 needles cast on 24 sts 

ist row, K tl, mecrease once in the next st. 
Knit plain to the last 3 sts., increase 1 in the 
next st., K 2 

2nd row, K plain 

Repeat Ist and 2nd rows until there are 44 sts. 
on needic 

Work ‘5 ins. in plain knitting. Leaving these 
sts, on a stitch-holder or safety. pin, work 
another piece exactly the same 

Using the four No. 6 knitting needles, knit off 
28 sts. on tst needle: taking a_ second 
needic, knit off remaining 16 sts., and 14 
from ihe st.-holder. On a third needle knit 
off the remaining 30 sts. 

Knit 4 ins. in rounds of rib (K 2, P 2) 

K' 13, slip next 18. sts. on to a stitch-holder

Unrationed Meat Dishes 
| Sausage Pie 


Sausages, IIb. Short crust. 
Tin of tomatoes. Onions,

24th row. K 1, P to last stitch, cast off 10.

28th row, K 1, P to last stitch, K 1. 

Work ‘5S more rows in stocking stitch, ending 
with a K row. 

Work 2 rows in plain knitting. Cast off.

Sheep’s Hearts en Casserole 


ALLOW one heart per person: make some 
forcemeat as in previous recipe for force- 
meat balls, omitting the lemon and adding a 
lithe more herbs and a teaspoonful of 
chopped parsley. Trim the hearts and fill 
with the stuffing. If there is any left, roll 
into small balls and add to the casserole 
half an hour before the hearts are cooked. 

Put a tablespoonful of rice in a large 
casserole and add the stuffed hearts, a sliced 
onion, and some diced carrots and turnips. 
Pour over some slightly thickened stock just 
to cover; put the lid on the casserole, and 
cook in a slow oven for three hours. 


Fricassée of Sheep's Tongues 


Four sheep's tongues. 
Margarine, | oz. 
Seasoning. 


Four onions. 
Flour, 1 oz. 
Water. 


Prepare the tongues and skin the onions. 
Put the onions in a saucepan of salted cold 
water and bring to the boil; then put in the 
tongues, cover, and simmer gently. Remove 
the onions when they are soft, and continue 
simmering the tongues till they are tender— 
about two and a half hours—then skin them 
and cut through in halves. 

Melt the margarine, stir in the flour, and 
gradually add three-quarters of a pint of the 
liquor in which the tongues were cooked. 
Stir till boiling, and add chopped onions, 
salt, pepper, and the sliced tongues. 
Simmer very gently for ten minutes, turn 


into a hot dish, and garnish with triangles of 
toast. 
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LEAP YEAR 


Yesterday's date—February 29— reminds us that this 
is a leap year in the general calendar. The year coin- 
cides with a leap year also in the Jewish calendar. and 
the extra month of Il Adar (Adar Sheni or Ve-Adar) 
will begin on March 11. Usually Passover falls about 
the same time as Easter, but this year, on account of 
the intercalated month, it is Purim which coincides with 
Easter, and Passover comes a month later. As the Rev. 
M. Rosenbaum points out, in his note in the “ Jewish 
Year Book,” the intercalary month is really inserted 


before, and not after, the month of Adar 
> 


INTERCALARY MONTH 


Many scholars have misunderstood the working 
of this device for harmonising the lunar and 
solar calendars. Thus, John Selden, the famous 17th- 
aet writer, has this curious passage in his “ Table- 

alk”: 


"Twas the manner of the Jews, if the year did not fall out 
right, but that it was dirty for the people to come up to 
Jerusalem at the Feast of the Passover, or that their corn was 
not ripe for their First-Fruits, to intercalate a month, and so 
to have, as it were, two Februaries, thrusting up the year still 
higher, March into April's place, Apri! into May's place, &c. 


ZIONIST DIMENSIONS 


In a recent Zionist publication there appeared some 
discussion of the Board of Deputies. After paying 
tribute to the Board's 
importance, the writer 
delivered himself of the 
opinion that “As the 
supreme Jewish body 
in this country, it [the 
Board]. is_ steadily 
assuming greater 
dimensions in the eyes 
of the Jewish masses.” 
Greater dimensions .. . 
well, I trust I shall be 
forgiven for. offering 
an illustration of a 
picture that must have 
arisen in the imagina- 
tion of many Zionist 
readers. 

THE MUSIC PLAYED FAST 

Several concerts by the Palestine Orchestra have been 
conducted recently by Georg Singer, a Czech Jewish 
refugee. In his thirty-three years his brilliant record 
includes conducting at the German Opera in Prague, 
the Opera at Hamburg, and the Prague radio station. 
On March 14, 1938, he was conducting the opera 
“ Pique Dame ™ at Mahrisch-Ostrau, when the audience 
noticed with surprise that the beats suddenly went 
prestissimo. Singer, the only Jew on the Mahrisch- 
Ostrau stage, had been informed that the S.S. were 
just occupying the town, and that swastika banners 
were already flying from the Town Hall. But he 
finished the performance in time to escape, and, penni- 
less and starving, he was one of the illegal immigrants 
in the notorious ship Frossula. 


SHARP SERVICE 


With more zeal than accuracy, a Haifa hairdresser, 
who has just opened business, recommended himself 
enthusiastically to his clients (writes my Jerusalem 
correspondent), in the following glowing terms: 
“ According to a long experience | settled here as a 
ladies’ and gentlemen barber. I promise sharp and 
attentional service and hope to count you in short to 
my customers.” Yet another “gem” is this appealing 
trade poster outside a Jerusalem shop advertising a 
winter sale: “ Why waste you money somewhere else? 
Come in and buy here.’ 


REFUGEE AUTHOR 
The author of “ The German People versus Hitler,” 


a 170,000-word book published by George Allen and. 


Unwin, is Heinrich Fraenkel, who, as a “ non-Aryan,” 
had to leave his native country and seek refuge else- 
where. Mr. Fraenkel has had a picturesque and varied 
career in his forty-one years. Born and bred in 
Prussia, he forcibly spent four years interned in England 
in the last war; he had come over on a school holiday 
in 1914. Back in Germany, he edited a film paper, 
wrote stories, translated Wodehouse, Zangwill, and 
others. and then for two years directed publicity for 
Paramount’s, Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer's, | First 
National’s joint Central European organisation. This 
led him on to scenario-writing, and he spent three 
vears in Hollywood. His other forms of literature 
have included detective novels. The events in Germany 
since 1933 (and the effect on him personally) turned 
his mind to the political scene, and his newest book 1s 


the outcome of his studies of it.

Art Notes 


THE BEAUX ARTS GALLERY 


Unusual Drawings and Water-Colours 


At the Beaux Arts Gallery there is a collection of some 
hundred and fourteen drawings and water-colours. The 
range is wide. From Sir George Clausen to Blair Hughes 
Stanton is quite a step, yet so cleverly has this show been 
arranged and hung that the effect is definitely pleasing, 
instead of, what might be expected, bewildering or 
writating. 

There are naturally, in as large a collection as this, a 
number of efficient but rather pedestrian drawings, but 
there is an astonishingly high percentage of interesting and 
delightful ones. 

The pen-and-wash drawings of Robin Guthrie are 
charming, as is one by Sir George Clausen, a “ Farm Scene,” 
its light and airy atmosphere attained with the most 
economic means 
_ IL like the technique of Robin Darwin's “ Landscape.” It 
is just what | consider a water-colour should be. Edmond 
Kapps “Cat Drinking” has the quality of a Chinese 
drawing. It is very slight, but so intense in feeling that 
it remains in the mind long after a more detailed drawing 
might. 

There is a beautiful water-colour by Thérése Lessore, 
“ The Great Gap.” Her tone and balance is so perfect 
that it creates a harmony in itself. Sickert has a few 
excellent drawings here: in particular I liked “ Vernets.” 
Rowland Suddaby’s “ Squally Day, Essex.” is more quiet 
and controlled than his work usually is, and its mellow 
colour very pleasing. 

Augustus John at his best is one of our finest draughts- 
men, and he is represented here by some exquisite draw- 
ings. Altogether this ts an interesting and unusual show: 
for it is not often one has the opportunity of seeing and 
comparing the slighter workers of so many of our con- 
temporary artists. 


CEDRIC MORRIS 


At the Fine Art Society there is an exhibition of the 
recent paintings of Cedric Morris, Decorative pictures of 
flowers alternate with landscapes. 

Morris has a formula for his flowers. They are rather 
stylised compositions, often in quite charming colour 
schemes, of arrangements of flowers in a vase, pot, or bowl, 
the top of which is usually just visible in the painting. 
They might be quite delightful embroidered in silk on 
cushion-covers in the eighteenth century. but somehow 
lose significance to-day. They are well painted, but add 
neither to my aesthetic experience nor to my love or 
understanding of flowers. They do not make me feel any- 
thing. 

in fact that is the matter with Morris's work as a whole. 
Even his landscapes do not move one. the first thing a 
work of art should do is to arouse some sort of feeling. 
It may even be an antagonistic feeling. but that does not 
matter. If it doesn't do that, then, in my Opinion, it cannot 
be classified as a work of art. Morris's work ts good, able 
craftsmanship, but rarely has one a sense of passion 
behind tt. 

Nor do I care very much for the texture of his paint; 
it is thick and heavy and uniform with rarely an accent 


' for the eve to rest upon. There are one or two exceptions 


to this, for instance, “ Mistley Wharf.” has lightness and 

charm of colour, and “ Abandoned Factory at Dowlats, 

S. Wales.” a colour scheme that gives a sense of doom. 


“CALL” TO AUSTRALIA 


Rabbi Dr. Porusch for Sydney 


Rabbi Dr. Israel Porusch, Minister of the Finchley 
and District Synagogue, has (as reported briefly in 
last week's issue of THe JEWisH CHRONICLE) accepted 
a unanimous “call” 
from the Great 
Synagogue, Sydney, 
Australia. 

Rabbi Dr.  Porusch 
was born in Jerusalem 
and is thirty-three years 
old. After attending the 
Yeshiva Etz Chaim ‘n 
Jerusalem for some 
years, he went to Berlin, 
where he matriculated. 
In 1933. he obtained his 
Rabbinical Diploma at 
the Hildesheimer Semi- 
nary. Berlin. He studied 
at Berlin and Marburg 
Universities and gained 
his doctorate  (Ph_D.), 
with first-class honours, 
in 1931. Dr. Porusch 
was one of the collabor- 
ators in the famous Soncino Press Talmud in English. 
He has been Minister at the Finchley and District Synagogue 
since 1934. 

His appointment to the Sydney Synagogue has_ the 
approval of the Chief Rabbi and of the Jewish Memorial 
Council. 
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Points from Letters 


“COMMERCIALS” AND ANTI-SEMITISM 


The letter from the Commercial Travellers Lodge, 
G.OS.J., is characteristic. These gentlemen have apparently 
just discovered that there is anti-Semitism in this country 
and promptly attack the Board of Deputies for what they 
are pleased to call the poor efforts made by that body. 
Might I ask these gentlemen where they have been for the 
last three and a half years, whether they are not aware that 
hundreds of open-air meetings have been held under the 
auspices of the Board and originally under those of the 
Friendly Societies to counteract open-air meetings of the 
anti-Semitic organisations, that hundreds of thousands of 
leafiets have been distributed, and that as a matter of fact 
there is hardly a town in England which has not a vigilance 
committee or a representative whose duty it is to safeguard 
the community against anti-Semitic attack? What have 
these “ Commercials" been doing to help? If there ts any 
business or profession which ts ideally suited for the 
dissemination of literature against anti-Semitism it is that 
of the commercial traveller. Have any of these gentlemen 
ever taken the trouble to communicate with the Defence 
Committee and offer to help-——even as much as by distribut- 
ing literature in the course of their travels? The answer 
is no. Before these gentlemen rush in and criticise an 
organisation and its workers who have for years past been 
doing this work very well they should show their readiness 
to assist in a task which all are involved and of which they 
display crass and ineacusable ignorancte-—“A DEFENCE 
WORKER.” 


You published a letter from a correspondent last week 
containing resolutions passed unanimously by the Com- 
mercial Travellers’ Lodge of .the Grand Order Sons of 
Jacob and forwarded to the Deputies. Having been on the 
road for over thirty years and having been associated for 
a good number of years with the United Commercial 
Travellers’ Association of Great Britain and Ireland and its 
Benefit Society, | would urgently recommend those gentle- 
men on the road to become members of the U.K.1.C.A.

“ King’s Lynn is the first and oldest port at which Jews 
entered this country about a thousand years ago,” said the 
lorry-driver who accommodatingly gave me a lift from 
Southery in Norfolk during the great snow “hold-up” in 
January. | was returning from what had been a thrilling 
experience. On the previous day I had addressed the 
Jewish boys of Hackney Downs School in a room of the 
King’s Lynn Methodist Chapel, in Tower Street, on the 
very spot where a hundred and fifty years earlier had 
stood a synagogue. An hour later I walked into the chapel 
itself, and was taken aback. The building was in no way 
different from a synagogue! The stained-glass windows all 
round the gallery merely heightened the illusion—-every one 
of them had on it the figure of a Magen David! Whence 
did the architect of the chapel derive his inspiration? From 
the unseen spirits hovering over the ruins of the synagogue? 
In a letter to THe Jewish CHRONICLE in the year 1929, Dr. 
Cecil Roth traced the history of the Jews in King’s Lynn. 
A community had existed there in pre-Expulsion days. 
A riot in 1190 led by some foreign sailors brought it to an 
end. After the Restoration, Jewish merchants again made 
it their home, but once again decay set in, and nothing is 
known of the congregation after 1845. The site of the 
Synagogue was sold to the local Wesleyan authorities in 
1813. The war has made the wheel of history turn full 
circle. To-day, after a thousand years since their first 
settlement there, King’s Lynn again has a virile and young 
Jewish community, complete with Hebrew classes, Zionist 
Society, and Habonim Gedud.—The Rev. J. HALPERN,

Difficulties for School Leavers 


“ The turmoil and crisis of the past year,” 
“ culminating in the outbreak of war, have h 
on the Board’s activities. In some cases 
Loan Committee ‘the work as regards new applicants has almost 
come to a standstill; in the Industrial Department no new 
indentures of apprenticeship are being signed. On the other 
hand, many boys and girls require employment, which. difficult 
to find before the war, now requires <till greater efforts to 
secure, Meanwhile, in view of the effects of the war on 
business generally, the increased taxation, and the uncertainty 
of the future, it is obviously prudent.to reduce expenditure in 
every way possible without interfering with essential activities.” 

Turning to the statistics, the report says that new cases 
which had not previously come under the notice of the Board 
had decreased by 421, and the total number of cases assisted 
financially, excluding applicants to the Loan and Industrial 
Departments, was less by 440. Practically all the reductions 
could be attributed to the war, at the outbreak of which the 
numbers fejl suddenly to an extraordinary extent. This was 
due in great measure to the evacuation of women and children. 
In many directions more employment had become available. 

In the Allowance Department, the numbers also showed 
substantial reduction, especially if account was taken of those 
refugees from Germany and Austria of British nationality. 
whose cases had been transferred to the department as being 
unemployable in this country

Effects of Evacuation 

“ The main cause of the reduction of expenditure on 
allowance cases, the report says,“ is the evacuation of children 
of school age. In all cases where such evacuation took place, 
allowances were scaled down to mect the new conditions. Great 
care was taken that no hardship should ensue as a result. as 
it was realised that evacuation of children did not mean 
reduction in rent and certain other domestic expenditure.” 

Miss Cohen reported with regret the death of Mrs. 
Stephany, widow of Mr. Maurice Stephany, a former Secre- 
tary of the Board, who, she said, was in its service for fifty- 
one years. Mrs. Stephany maintained her interest in the 
Board up to the end. Mr. John Stephany, one of her sons, 
was for some years a member of the Board, and shortly 
after his resignation, another son, Mr. Lionel Stephany, 
was elected to the Board and was at present a member. 
The President reported the receipt of.a letter from Miss 
Hannah Hvam, resigning from the Board. Miss Hyam, 
said Miss Cohen, first became connected with the Board 
as far back as 1884, when she joined the Visiting Committee. 
In 1900 she was elected a member of the Board. -She served 
on the Allowance Committee, and for a great number of 
vears took her turn at the relief rotas with the utmost 
regularity. They would miss her very much.

RACIALISM 


A Message to Youth 


NAZI DOCTRINE OF OPPRESSION 


Speaking at the Sheldonian Theatre, at Oxford, on 
Tuesday, Lord Halifax, Foreign Secretary and Chan- 
cellor of the University, declared that the point of view 
of German youth to-day stood in stark opposition to that 
of British youth. In the concluding passages of his 
speech he dealt with Nazi racialism. 

The racial doctrine as interpreted in the Nazi creed (he 
said) may be, and in my view ts, sheer primitive nonsense: 
and we are no more prepared to admit German superiority 
of race than we are concerned to assert our own. If that 
were all it would not greatly matter, but when this doctrine 
is invoked in justification of the oppression of other races 
it becomes a crime against humanity. 

Not only does it deny the corporate claim to liberty of 
men and women organised in national societies, but it 
refuses the much more fundamental claim of men and 
women to the free expression of human personality, which 
rests upon the eternal value of every human soul. True 
pride of race may be tested by the behaviour of its pos- 
sessors towards their own fellow-citizens and towards 
others. It will forbid conduct to individuals of which they 
should be ashamed in their private lives. KH is thus evt- 
dently something far removed from the ideal of a race 
which by the German philosophy of to-day is called to 
stamp out the civilisation of another. Between these two 
conceptions there ts a great guif fixed. The German race, 
under its present rulers, is betraying both itself and the 
greater whole of which it is part. and to whose progress it 
might, and ought to, be making its own distinctive contri- 
bution. And the real tragedy of that betrayal, as it affects 
the German youth, ts the enlistment of the honourable 
instincts of self-sacrifice and devotion in the service of a 
crudely materialist philosophy. Until these false creeds 
are abjured, and replaced by a wider toleration, they must 
continue to excite resistance. The future of humanity must 
not be left in the hands of those who would imprison and 
enslave 1t. 


A Record of Liberty 


We may readily admit the concluded) that we have 
often fallen short of our professions. Our history has not 
been free from faults, it has taken time to establish in uni- 
versal practice principles which have now won general 
acceptance. .And there are things to-day within our body 
politic which we need to fight not less intensely, if with 
other weapons, than we fight, the enemy without. But the 
broad record of the British race stands to be judged on 
facts that are incontestable. It is the fact that during the 
nineteenth century, when, the power of this country was 
unchallenged, there was no nation in Europe that felt for 
that reason insecure, or that did not recognise our power 
to be an instrument of peace. The Pax Britannica has been 
no empty or self-righteous boast of purpose. It is the fact 
too that in every corner of the world’: where men of British 
race have established influence, there by immutable law 
of nature you find established the seed and plant of liberty. 
it is the trail by which is marked their progress, inter- 
preted to all by the standards of good faith, respect for 
law, and equal justice. Most truly, therefore, of our 
people was it said: “ Their country’s cause is the high 
cause of freedom and honour. That fairest earthly fame, 
the fame of freedom, is inseparable from the names of 
Albion, Britain, England.” 
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IF | WERE CHAPLAIN

Tice other day I was with a party of 


friends and we were discussing the 

question of Jewish chaplains at the 
Front, their tasks, and their difficulties, as I 
suppose many Jewish groups have been 
doing in the last few weeks. In the course 
of the conversation, the thought flitted across 
my mind: “If you were a Jewish chaplain, 
what would you find to say to the men?” 
It was not an easy question to answer, and 
before I could arrange my thoughts on the 
subject I fell to asking myself whether it 
might not be a good thing for a woman, 
here and there, to be chaplain to the troops. 
I have slept over the question I asked myself 
and | propose to tell you what my answer 1s. 


SOME QUESTIONS 


One of the first things I would do if I were 
chaplain would be to try to find out what 
things were puzzling or worrying the Jewish 
bovs so that in my talks with them I might 
attempt to deal with those problems. I can 
imagine what some of those. questions 
would be, because if | were a soldier I know 
they would often rise to my own mind. One 
of the first would be: If there ts a loving 
God, how can He permit all the misery, 
pain, destruction, and the other evils brought 
by a war? And there would be a question 
arising out of this one. Once a war.is on, 
is it not a mockery to talk about religion 
to those engaged in the work of destruction? 
These two questions will do to go on with. 
Let me offer an answer. 


No INTERFERENCE 


Man has started on a war--why did not 
miterfere to prevent it? If God is all- 
powerful, surely He could have stepped in 
to avert all this misery? Yes, He could 
have interfered. God is all-powertul and 
could have stepped in. The fact that He did 
not is an example of one of the basic truths 
preached by Judaism, and that is that God, 
in His wisdom, has placed in man’s hands 
a choice of two roads in life. He 1s free to 
choose the path of good and of life. or the 
path of evil and death. He its created in 
God's image. That is to say, he has within 
him the power to rise to Divine heights of 
goodness. He may spoil that image and 
fall to depths of beastliness. But freedom of 
choice is always his. The war is not deter- 
mined by God. It is man who has rejected 
the good road God has invited him to tread. 


A Mockery? 


Is it a mockery to talk about religion to 
those engaged in all the hateful tasks which 
war requires of those taking part in it? A 
thousand times no! They might so easily 
forget that life, true civilisation, has other 
standards, standards of sweetness and beauty 
and lofty thoughts. They need to. be 
reminded of the comfort, the restfulness 
which religion can bring, even amid the 
turmoil and tumult of battle. They need to 
be reminded of. home and its duties of 
fatherhood and brotherhood. They need to 
be reminded of the ideals of friendship and 
charity and kindness. Just because all these 
things tend to hecome forgotten in war is it 
essential to reassert them and proclaim them. 


THe Jewrsu Task 


I would go further and tell the boys that 
because they are strong and virile it is for 
them to uphold Jewish ideals even on the 
battlefield. The true victory is to wrest good 
out of evil, a blessing out of a curse. a 
prayer out of blasphemy. I would remind 
them, as I reminded you the other day, that 
the Maccabeans took up the sword with 
reluctance but they derived their courage 
and gained their victories because they were 
moyed by a high ideal. The very reason 
for their fighting was to re-establish the 
reign of God upon earth. If I were chaplain 
I should feel that I represented a holy cause 
and I should try to make the Jewish soldiers 
to whom I ministered feel it too. I am sure 
they would make the better soldiers and the 
better men by being conscious of that ideal.

BOXING NOTES 
An Echo of the Past 


It is always interesting to recall the old-time knuckle 
fights which in the main were hole-and-corner affairs, the 

rincipals usually having to dodge the police authorities 
in order to find a spot to stage their fights. The following 
is culled from last Saturday's Dany TeLeGRAPH AND 
MorninG Post, which reprinted the extract from the 
Mornino Post of the same date 120 years ago. 

The battle between Belasco the Jew and Sampson, called the 
Birmingham Youth, took place on a swampy piece of ground 
near the twentieth milestone on the Epping Road. Many 
thousands were assembled. 

The last round caused something like a Bartholomew-fair 
row; but as faithful historians, Sampson was so materially 
hit, that he had no chance of winning. In endeavouring to 

an easy place to rest upon, or to be more explicit, to avoid 

itting, he endeavoured to get from the clutches of the Jew, who 

was weaving with the right hand at Sampson's head, confined by 
his left arm. nee 

Belasco was hitting a Se his antagonist dropped upon 
one knee, and would have been glad to have got the other there, 
or out of the scrape he was in by any other means. He was 
hit severely before he had both knees on the ground upon 
which much dispute occurred. Sampson was taken off the 
ground by his second, and that very improperly. The two 
umpires decided that the Jew had won the fight 


The style in which the contest is written would not suit 
the present followers of sport who require a more detailed 
and thrilling pen picture of contests. Yet it is quite clear 
from the report that Belasco was a formidable opponent 
and that the usual argument occurred when the winner was 
announced. 


SOLDIER-SPORTSMAN 
All-round Athlete’s Fine Record 


Private Alfred Maister, of the Royal Devon Regiment, | 


is an all-round sportsman. He was born in 1919 in Holborn 
and attended Hugh Myddleton Central School, and sub- 
sequently the Robert Montefiore School, East London, 


‘where he became head prefect and football captain. He 


joined the Brady Boys’ Club and in 1936 won the 10st.-7lbs. 
intermediate boxing championship of Stepney. The follow- 
ing year no opponent could be found for him and he 
became 10st-7lb. senior champion, being presented with a 
special medal by Mr. E. Franklin. In thé London Federa- 
tion Championships he reached the s#mi-final and was 
defeated on a casting vote. This wap his first defeat. 
Maister then decided to give up boxing temporarily and 
turned toward other branches of sport. He became a 
member of the harriers section of Brady, and did well in 
the A.J.Y. marathons of 1936, 1937, and 1938. In the 
novices’ race sponsored by the Old Boys’ Club, Maister was 
first home, his time being | minute out of the record held 
by A. Harris. He was elected club captain during 1936-7 
and captained the Brady team which reached the semi-final 
of the A.J.Y. Football Cup Competition. He was also 
tennis champion and represented the club in table tennis, 

To prove that his ability was not confined to athletics, 
‘he entered for, and won, the essay competition on “ My 
outlook on life; by a club boy.” 

His instructor, Mr. E. Tishberg, induced Maister to return 
to active boxing and he made his “come-back” at the 
age of nineteen by defeating S. Lissner, of the J.L.B., on 
points, and knocking out his opponents from Radley 
Institute and Stepney Boys’ Club. Maister, who is a clerk, 


‘recently joined Messrs. J. Lyons and Co. and represented 


them in their boxing section as a middle-weight. He 
has won many medals and prizes. He aspires to become 
an A.B.A. champion, to play at Wimbledon, and to become 
a manager at Brady.

The year's accounts again showed satisfactory results. After 
a liberal allocation to the contingencies fund and after making 
— for all interest due and not actually collected, the 
irectors had found it possible to add £15,000 to the reserve 
fund, thus bringing it up to £82,500, and to propose a final 
dividend of 44 per cent. on the Ordinary shares and one of 
34 per cent. on the Preference shares. The total dividends 
for the year would, therefore, again amount to 7} per cent. 
and 63 per cent. on the Ordinary and Preference shares 
respectively. 
it was only natural that the business should not have 
expanded during the year under review. Indeed, it had even

mortgages for a short period. It is not surprising to find 
some increase in arrears due on mortgages to about 7 per 
cent. on capital advanced. While full reserve has been 
made against these, however, no loss is anticipated. 


PROPERTY VALUES RISE 


Property values in Palestine continue to rise. Before the 
war rents were showing a rising tendency due to past im- 
migration and comparatively small building activity. This 
has been accentuated by the war and the demand, parti- 
cularly for modern apartment houses, has increased owing 
to the quest for investments in property. These factors and 
the rise in cost of materials with the practical cessation of 
building have produced a noticeable rise in values of built- 
up urban property. The General Mortgage Bank has 
naturally many problems to face. One of a special character 
is that of “ enemy property,” that is property belonging to 
owners in enemy territory who were unable to immigrate to 
Palestine before the war, or whose whereabouts cannot at 
present be traced. Supplementary legislation may be neces- 
sary in this connection. An interesting fact disclosed in the 
Bank's report is that both the Debentures and Preference 
shares have been registered with the United States Securities 
and Exchange Commission. 


HALIFAX BLILDING SOCIETY 


The reports of the leading building societies for 1939 
show that the building society movement has withstood the 
first few months of war very successfully. The Halifax 
Building Society, the largest in the country, shows total 
assets at the end of the year of £129,137,993 an increase of 
£895,137 on the year. 

Evidence of investors’ confidence in the Society ts seen 
in the increase in shareholders’ and deposit funds from 
£122.284.431 to £122.780.373. New mortgage business has 
naturally been restricted since the outbreak of war but 
nevertheless a total of £12.612,343 was advanced during the 
year. 

A sum of £325,000 has been added to reserves, which now 
total £5,725,000. The liquid position is most satisfactory, 
with a total of £21,936,392 in cash and Trustee securities. ' 


TAXATION INCREASE 


Sir Harold Bellman, at the annual meeting of the 
Abbey Road Building Society was able to give some re- 
assuring details of the effect of war on the Society's position. 
War, he said, always signals a widespread demand for cash 
and the Society sought to assist members as far as possible 
in this connection 

Although withdrawals increased for a time, there was, 
nevertheless, never a pause in the inflow of funds from 
investors. Subsequentiy withdrawals rapidly returned to 
normal’and for many weeks past have actually been below 
normal. Similarly he was able to add that the borrowers 
“habitual loyalty in discharge of their obligations ” had 
been handsomely vindicated by six months of war. 

Sir Harold made particular reference to the position 
regarding taxation. Since 1936 the Society's tax payment 
has risen from-£213,000 to £365,000, a 71 per cent. increase. 
This heavy increase may affect the extent to which it ts 
possible to grant rebates to old borrowers, who have bene- 
fited in recent years by the fall in interest rates. 


ELECTRIC POWER PROFITS 


The report of the Metropolitan Electric Supply Co. shows 
that a fall in revenue from the company’s London area was 
more than offset by greater revenue in the Western area 
which extends outside the County of London to Slough, 
Maidenhead, Twickenham, etc. Total gross revenue was 
£1,765,430 against £1,707,021, and net revenue £464,735 
against £430,894. 

Investment revenue however was lower at £222,949 
against £241,622, no doubt largely due to increased taxation. 
Debenture and other interest requires more at £73,095 
against £57,275 and depreciation and reserves £193,571 
against £162,178. 

As a result, although the year's dividend is maintained at 
10 per cent., the 2 per cent. bonus added last year is not 
repeated. The carry forward is £127,297 against £131,451. 
When the adverse conditions in the last four months of the 
year are considered the results must be regarded as 
distinctly satisfactory. | 


ENTERPRISING POLICY 


Mr. Philip Halperin, Chairman of the Houndsditch 
Warehouse Co., made it clear at the annual meeting that 
directors are taking an enterprising and courageous view 
of their proper policy under present conditions. “ The best 
contribution we can make to the national effort,” he said, 
“is to develop our business to the utmost.” That policy has 
so far proved justified and he was able to say that returns 
to date for 1940 are most satisfactory and encouraging. 

A decrease in cash balances last year, he pointed out, is 
largely compensated by an increase in stock. This is a 
fortunate position in the present state of markets and it has 
been the Board’s policy to maintain stocks at the highest 
possible levels consistent with the needs of the business. 
The company’s building programme has been completed 
and should prove an asset of real value for future develop- 
ment of the business.

‘‘The Light of Heart” 
Mr. Emlyn Williams’ Success 


It is not often that a new play is so obviously a winner 
as is Mr. Emlyn Williams’ “ The Light of Heart” at the 
Apollo Theatre. 

This very gifted playwright, besides having an uncannily 
sure theatre sense, has a gift for peopling his stories with 
unchallengeable conviction. His characters, and especiall 
his lesser characters, live undeniably from their first half- 
dozen words. And it is little short of amazing how the 
totality of his atmosphere, its modest, almost inevitable 
assertion, bears up the principal roles so that he is able to 
sweep aside any doubts as to motives or temperamept such 
as would arise were his tale to be told by anybody without 
his immense skill. 

His story deals with stage people. An old actor, who 
has descended the all too common path until he reaches the 
depths of acting as Father Christmas at a stores, is faith- 
fully supported by a self-sacrificing daughter. The man ts 
a compound of rather lovable weaknesses, and surely no 
one could win sympathy more effectively in such a role 
than Godfrey Tearle. The very charm which he brings 
to the broken-<down actor makes the tragedy the more 
poignant. Angela Baddeley plays the daughter with very 
effective delicacy. The love scene between her and Anthony 
Ireland is one of the most notable triumphs of restraint 
that we have seen for many a year, even on the very 
restrained London stage. The lesser parts. so beautifully 
written, are admirably played by Gladys Henson, Arthur 
Powell, Edward Rees, Elliot Mason and especially Megs 
Jenkins. 

For sheer entertainment, for grateful humour and for 
delicate pity, this play is outstanding. 


‘*White Elephants” 
One Aspect of Slum Property 


Esther McCracken’s new play at the Richmond 
Theatre this week treats of an aspect of slum property 
which its not usually considered. 

In this story, two kindly natured spinsters have their 
money invested for them by an incompetent solicitor in 
slum property which is subsequently condemned. The play 
is largely concerned with the reactions of these two dear 
ladies as they gradually grasp the various implications of 
the situation, and their courage and honourableness in face 
of their own plight. There is much good work in the 
characterisation of these two ladies and they are excellently 
portrayed by Marjory Fielding and Mary Jerrold. Un- 
fortunately the development of these characters scarcely 
provides the structure for a play. There is some spirited 
acting by the author herself as a long-suffering charwoman. 


A new kind of show will be presented at the Richmond 
Theatre for the week commencing Easter Monday. Entitled 
“ Roll Out the Barrel,” it will be directed by Fred Clayton, 
who describes it as “neither musical comedy, revue, nor 
vaudeville.” So presumably it will contain some of the 
best of all these forms of entertainment—and that little 
something else that showmen are always seeking.

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MUSIC 
AN EVENING OF PURE DELIGHT 


Weingartner and the Philharmonic 


The last Royal Philharmonic Society concert of the 
season, at Queen's Hall on Tuesday wvaaien, was perhaps 
the most notable of all the series. That must be attributed 
almost wholly to the fact that Weingartner was conducting 
a programme of Mozart's 39th symphony, Brahms’s Varia- 
tions on the St. Anthony Chorale, and Beethoven's Seventh 
Symphony. 

An evening of pure delight, in which the grace and charm 
of Mozart was balanced by the restless drive of Beethoven, 
with the Brahms to hold the balance somewhere between, 
with a portentous gravity. If one singles out anything for 
special mention, it must be the Beethoven, for it had a 
tremendous virility and urge about it that almost lifted the 
audience off their feet. 

A fine gesture on the part of the London Philharmonic 
Orchestra, who gave their services in order to benefit the 
Society, seemed to find more than fitting expression in 
playing which, throughout the evening, was magnificent. 


FIRST PERFORMANCES 


One ought to be grateful these days for the very oppor- 
tunity to hear new music, and I expect the composers feel 
even more grateful on such rare occasions. The Blech 
Quartet plus a quartet of wind instruments performed works 
by Frederic Cox at the Wigmore Hall on Sunday afternoon, 
but our gratitude was tempered by the circumstance that 
they were not really worth the hearing. 

The Quartet had some pleasant moments in various 
styles, but the setting of Eliot’s poems “ Boston Evening 
Transcript” and “ Difficulties of a Statesman.” with Jan 
van der Gucht singing the tenor solo, compelled the question 
why the composer had bothered. Neither of them has any 
musical quality in itself, neither of them is improved by 
being sung instead of being read or even declaimed, and the 
attempt to transcribe the pictures of the second poem into 
musical imagery simply makes nonsense of both music and 
poem. 

Jan van der Gucht also sang a group of Bach, Purcell 
and Handel, not tho well, and a group of French songs, in 
which he was far happier. 


MYRA HESS ACHIEVES POETRY 


The outstanding feature of the Royal Philharmonic 
Society's concert at Queen's Hall was Myra Hess's per- 
formance in the Beethoven C. Minor pianoforte concerto. 
Never sinking below a level of beautiful technical execution, 
at times it was shot with poetry. The rest of the programme 
was interesting in its excursions into the byways of music. 

It was good, for instance, to hear Berlioz’s “* Beatrice and 
Benedict’ Overture; for that matter, poor Berlioz has 
suddenly fallen into neglect again, since the illness of Sir 
Hamilton Harty, so that one is grateful, as a devout 
Berliozian, for the crumbs. Hadyn’s Sinfonia Concertante 
for a mixed grill of instruments plus orchestra, and Dvorak’s 
Fourth Symphony completed a programme which was 
always well within the powers of Dr. Sargent. 


NEW SERIES OF CONCERTS 


A series of “Everyman” Concerts opened at Wigmore 
Hall last week with three Brandenburg Concertos, which, 
though it may surprise the organisers to hear il, are not 
Everyman's music. On No. 3, for instance, I happen to 
share the views of a far more eminent critic, who has 
recently come near to calling it “ tosh.” | 

But everything the Boyd Neel Orchestra plays gets infused 
with a musical conception which makes listening worth while, 
and the orchestra jigged along as though they were enjoying 
it. The soloists in the fourth and fifth Brandenburgs were 
Fda Kersey, George von Harten, John Francis, and Percy 
Whitaker. But may I express the hope that the next 
“ Everyman” concert will not be so devoid of imagination 
#s to consist of the other three Brandenburgs! 


OFF THE BEATEN TRACK 


The Thursday evening Teatime Concerts at Queen Mary 
Hall are still drawing a good audience, and last week's 
maintained the standard set, by providing a programme 
just sufficiently off the beaten track to be exciting and not 
sO much as to be forbidding. Nina Milkina and Ferdinand 
Rauter played original compositions by Mozart and 
Schubert for four hands, and achieved an entertaining level 
of dashing slickness. Margit Philipsky contributed songs by 
Brahms, Wolf. Mahler and Mozart, singing pleasantly in an 
intimaie style which would have been too small in scope for 
any more important occasion, but was just right for the 
audience and hall.
